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Truce holds in Beirut 
camps despite flare-up 


BEIRUT (R) — A Syrian-mediate ceasefire 
between warring Lebanese militiamen and 
Palestinians held on Wednesday despite a 
brief flare-up in their battle for control of 
devastated Palestinian refugee camps in 
Beirut. 

Gashes flared at Bourj Al 
Barajneh and ShatHa camps only 
24 hours after Lebanese troops 
deployed to keep the peace, but 
there was no repetition of the 
heavy fighting that has killed 
about 150 people in the past five 
weeks. 

The only reported casualty was 
an army officer grazed by a stray 
bullet at Bouij AJ Barajneh, 
military sources said. 

The dashes coincided with a 
taxi drivers’ strike that stranded 
thousands of people in west Beirut 
in a protest against shortages of 
petrol. 

Near Bouij Al Barajneh, the 
largest camp, Syrian observers 
met Palestinian and Shfhe Amal 
militia officials to stabilise a truce 
agreed in Damascus 11 days ago 
but breached repeatedly. 

The accord received a boost 
from Tuesday’s deployment of 
150 peacekeeping troops, but 
Amal fighters opposed to growing 
Palestinian military power have 
remained around the camps. 

Palestinian sources said the 
combatants 'agreed Amal and 
Palestinian fighters would quit 
gun positions, open roads and 
evacuate wounded people trapped 
In foe shantytowns.-. *• * - 
“I. spent a veiy. quiet night for 


the first time in more than a 
month,” said one resident who 
lives near the settlements, on the 
outskirts of west Beirut. 

Security sources said the “green 
line" battlefront dividing Beirut 
into mostly Christian east Beirut 
and mainly Muslim western sector 
was also quiet, with no reports of 
fighting between rival militias. 

Meanwhile, many west Beirut 
streets were deserted after a taxi 
drivers’ strike in protest against a 
petrol shortage stranded 
thousands of people, forcing many 
to walk to and from work. 

Earlier, witnesses said 
protesting drivers halted public 
buses and used them to seal off 
streets usually crowded with 
people travelling to their offices. 

“Some public servants have 
decided to report for duty only 
three days a week because of the 
rise in petrol prices," the 
independent An Nahar 
newspaper said. 

But traffic in the city’s eastern 
sector appeared normal, with 
many taxi drivers ignoring the call 
for a general strike. 

The government last week 
rained foe official price of petrol 
by. 35 per cent to 110 pounds 
($23) per 20 htres(4-5gaflons).' 
But motorists say they have to pay 


up to 350 pounds ($730) at some 
pumps. 

Beirut newspapers reported 
that the price of bread has been 
increased by 33 per cent 

The once -sturdy Lebanese 
pound has lost nearly 60 per cent 
m value against foreign currencies 
this year, fuelling inflation and a 
sharp rise in prices of many 
household items. 

Several Lebanese trade unions 
have called protest strikes and 
demonstrations next month 
against the economic crisis and the 
country’s 11 -year civil war. 

Beirut media said Syria, the 
main power broker in Lebanon, 
had sent a top intelligence officer 
to the city as part of attempts by 
Damascus to shore up the 
Palestinian camps truce.

Israel’s Shin Bet chief resigns 
precluding probe into Gaza cover-up 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — IsraeTs 
internal security chief Avraham 
Shalom resigned on Wednesday in 
return for immunity from 
prosecution, averting an inquiry 
into charges he ordered the 
beating deaths of two Palestinians 
and a cover-up. 

Outraged left-wing 
parliamentarians said tire move 
was .aimed at ensuring 
government leaders would not be 
implicated in any investigation 
into the deaths of the Palestinians 
after a 1984 bus hijacking. 

Cabinet spokesman Yossi 
Beilin said President Chaim 
Herzog granted Shalom and three 
aides at the Shim Bet security 
agency an amnesty for their role in 
the case. 

“The chief of Shin Bet informed 
the prime minister that he asks to 
be relieved of his post because the 
publicity about the affair and the 
disclosure of his identity will not 
enable him to continue to fulfil his 
duties," Beflm said. He said Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres accepted 
his resignation. 

Attorney-General Yosef 
Harish said -there was now no 
point in pursuing a police 
investigation. launched by 


predecessor Yitzhak Zamir. 
Harish had earlier promised there 
would be no whitewash. 

Herzog's move seemed to 
ensure the role of Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir, prime 
minister when the bus was 
commandeered to occupied Gaza,’ 
would not be examined 

The Israeli press has pursued 
the case assiduously but (minion 
polls have shown the public had 
little interest in punishing security 
men for the deaths of Palestinians. 

Four left-wing political parties 
submitted motions of 
no-confidence to parliament over 
Herzog’s move. Snulamit Atom of ' 
the Citizens’ Rights Movement 
termed the prestdent’s actions a 
victory for me rale of the rulers 
over the rule of law.

Gorbachev

MOSCOW (R) —Johannes Ran, 
the West German Social 
Democrats’ candidate for 
chancellor, ■ met Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev on 
Wednesday and pledged to work 
for a new era of detente if elected 
in January.

LONDON (Agencies) — His 
Majesty King Hussein on 
Wednesday received at his 
residence in London foe Egyptian 
defence minis ter, Field Marshal 
Abdul H alim Abu Ghazala. The 
Jordanian News Agency, Petra, 
said foe King reviewed with 
Marshal Abu Ghazala relations 
between Jordan and Egypt. The 
meeting was attended by Armed 
Forces Commander-in -Chief 
General Sharif Zaid Ibn Shaker 
and the Jordanian and Egyptian 
ambassadors to Britain. 

The King is on a private visit to 
Britain. 

Marshal Abu Ghazala arrived 
in London on an official visit 
earlier this week.

Troubleshooter heads for Dubai 
in hid to settle Alia-Emirates row

AMMAN — An unidentified 
Jordanian official left for Dubai 
on Wednesday in a bid to settle a 
dispute between Alia, foe Royal 
Jordanian Airline, and Emirates, 
the newly-established airline 
owned by foe government of 
Dubai. 

A top official of Alia who 
disclosed the departure refused to 
say whether the dispatched envoy 
was an Alia or a government 
official but said he did not expect 
the Alia-Emirates row to sixain 
relations . between the two 
countries. 

“Ido not think that foe dispute 
will affect relations between 
Jordan and Dubai since 1 expect 
that it win be contained in 12 
hours as of now — Wednesday 
evening," said foe Alia official, 
who spoke to the Jordan Times on 
concfition of anonymity. 

Dubai authorities on Tuesday 
‘denied landing permission to Aha 
Flight 202 from Amman in 
response to a similar action by the 
Jordanian authorities in denying 
landing permission to Emirates 
Flight 901 from landing in 
Amman on June 8. 

An agreement allowing Aha to 
operate flights between Amman 


and Dubai had been in force since 
1973, according to an Alia 
spokesman quoted by Reuter. 

The spokesman said on 
Tuesday that the Dubai 
authorities sealed the Alia office 
in Dubai with red wax and insisted 
that the Jordanian carrier had no 
licence toland in Dubai.oneoffoe 
seven emirates of the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE). 

Following foe incident. Alia 
dispatched a representative 
Tuesday evening to Dubai to 
study the situation and present a 
report. 

According to foe Alia official, 
who spoke to foe Jordan Times on 
Wednesday, foe envoy was still in 
Dubai on Wednesday. The official 
did not elaborate on the envoy's 
mission. 

The Alia official said that the 
Jordanian carrier will be flying to 
Sharjah, another emirate of foe 
UAE, as soon as the company gets 
the approval sometime this week. 

The official emphasised that the 
Amman-Shaxjah route will not 
replace foe Amman-Dubai line. 
Aviation sources say that as soon 
as Alia reopens in Dubai, the 
airline will continue to operate 
flights on foe two separate routes. 

The Civil Aviation Authority 
(CAA) in Jordan and that of the 
UAE signed an agreement in May 


under which Emirates would 
operate flights to Jordan, but 
Emirates started operating before 
and agreement on commercial 
cooperation was reached between 
both sides. 

Alia presented Emirates with 
new proposals and 
recommendations that define and 
organise scope of cooperation 
between the two companies, but 
nothing has happened so far to 
indicate the finalisation of an 
agreement, according to Alia 
officials. 

A delegation representing 
Emirates, headed by foe airline's 
director general, returned to 
Dubai two weeks ago after 
spending five days here and 
meeting with senior Alia 
executives. 

An Alia official said recently 
that the unconcluded 
Alia-Emirates commercial 
agreement covered many 
important points such as airport 
facilities, ticketing and other 
commercial aspects of 
cooperation. 

However, one of the proposals 
made by Alia was that Emirates 
reduce the frequency of its flights 
to Jordan from four to one flights 
week. The Emirates will find it 
difficult to accept such a 
condition, aviation sources said. 


Hamzeh 
discloses 
rift with 
pharmacists 

AMMAN (J.T.) - Health Min- 
ister Zaid Hamzeh disclosed on 
Tuesday that a quite, democratic 
and constructive dialogue with the 
Jordan Pharmacists Association 
(JPA) to solve a number of 
outstanding issues have failed and 
that he had to resort to 
government authority to settle the 
issue. 

In a statement to Al Ra’i Arabic 
daily Dr. Hamzeh said the Health 
Ministry and the JPA differed on 
dispensing drugs without 
prescription. 

He said his ministry was seeking 
to organise and control the 
process of selling drugs to the 
public without prescription in 
implementation or a law on selling 
drugs, an issue that has been 
outstanding between the two sides 
over the past 20 years. Several 
committees have been set up to 
resolve the issue and several 
meetings were held but todate no 
solution has been found, the 
minister said. 

The minister said he had fesued 
an order prohibiting foe sale of 
antibiotics without prescription in 
order to safeguard citizens’ health. 

The second point, he said, 
concerns the night duty of 
pharmacies. Several problems had 
arisen and complaints reached foe 
minis try and the minis try tried to 
reach consensus with foe JPA to 
fold a solution to foe problems, 
but to no avail, he said. 

The ministry wrfl soon publish 
the names of these pharmacies. 
Another point of difference with 
the JPA, Dr. Hamzeh said, was 
the licence granted by foe ministry 
to the pharmacists. He said some 
pharmacists have been waiting for 
10 to 15 years to be allowed a 
permit to open a pharmacy which 
forced them' to leave foe country 


Pretoria halts press briefing; 
Healey denied Mandela visit 


JOHANNESBURG (Agencies) 
— South Africa suspended daily 
press briefings on Wednesday on 
political unrest and denied a 
visiting British politician the 
chance to meet jailed black 
nationalist leader Nelsin Mandela. 

The state bureau for 
information said it was stopping 
the briefings because of a sharp 
drop in violent incidents since a 
national state of emergency was 
declared two weeks ago. 

Shortly afterwards, foe bureau 
telexed its latest “situation 
report" stating two more blacks 
had died in unrest over the past 24 
hours. 

Four white people were still 
being treated in hospital for 
serious injuries after two bomb 
blasts in central Johannesburg on 
TUesday. Their condition was 
described as “satisfactory.” 

Nineteen people were injured 
in the explosions, which Pretoria 
has blamed on unidentified 
guerrillas. 

The outlawed African National 
Cbngress (ANC) refused to say 
whether it was responsible for the 
two bombs. 

“The ANC has no comment oo 
the explosions," spokesman Tom 
Sebina said in a telex to the 
Associated Press in Johannesburg 
from the movement’s exile 
headquarters in the Zambian 
capital, Lusaka. 

The blasts came as President 
P.W. Botha signed into law two 
controversial new security bills, 
passed last week by a 
government-dominated 
president’s council after being 
rejected ty mixed race and Indian 
legislators. 

Mr. Botha signed the measures 
in Cape Town late Tuesday, 
arming his white-led government 
with permanent powers to impose 
sweeping security dampdowns in 
any district declared an “unrest 
area,” with security forces 
immune from legal action. 

Mr. Botha was quoted in an 


interview published on 
Wednesday assaying there was no 
time limit on a state of emergency 
declared 13 days ago. 

Mr. Botha, who was 
interviewed in Cape Town by foe 
Milan daily D Giomale, said 
reports that the state of 
emergency would last until the 
end of June were '‘only 
speculation by journalists." 

“I would say we will keep it 
(state of emeigency) as long as is 
necessary to ensure the protection 
of human lives and property of the 
great majority of the population,'' 
Mr. Botha stated. 

D enis Healey, foreign affairs 
spokesman for Britain's 
opposition Labour Party, told 
Reuters he had been denied 
permission to meet Mr. Mandela 
during his fact-finding mission. 

Mr. Healey, foe most senior 
foreign statesman to visit South 

said he was very disapjwmted^rot 
to see Mr. Mandela. 

Mr. Healey attended the 
treason trial of 22 black men on 
Wednesday. 

“I came to this trial because I 
wanted to show solidarity with the 
accused," Mr. Healey said. “They 
gave us a great welcome as we 
walked to court and I am very glad 
I was able to come.” 

In Washington, a congressional 
panel has approved a resolution 
that would uige President Ronald 
Reagan to pressure on Pretoria to 
free Mr. Mandela and begin talks 
with the ANC.

STOCKHOLM (Agencies) - 
UJS. Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy arrived in 
Stockholm on Wednesday for 
talks on the Middle East with his 
Soviet counterpart Vladimir 
Polyakov, U.S. diplomats said. 

They said that Mr. Murphy and 
Mr. Polyakov would stage a series 
of meetings at foe U.S. and Soviet 
embassies over the next two days. 

The meeting is one of a series 
agreed upon by President Ronald 
Reagan and Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev at their superpower 
summit in Geneva last year, 
officials said. 

A spokesman for the U.S. 
embassy said a decision on a 
communique after the talks would 
be made later. He declined to 
elaborate subjects to be discussed. 
Soviet diplomats were unavailable 
for comment. 

U.S. officials have said that the 
Murphy- Polyakov meeting was 
only an exchange of American and 
Soviet views on the Middle East 
conflict and did not signal any 
change in Washington’s stand on 
the Aiab-Israeli conflict or any

Is this intentional to avoid or 
preempt any role or negotiation 
directly between the Palestinians 
and the Israelis? 

Mr. Djerejian: Absolutely not. 
If you inferred that from my 
remarks, let me restate that our 
position is that the Palestinians 
must be involved in every step in 
the peace process and that the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people must be taken fully into 
consideration in that peace 
process. So our position on that 
has not changed- In fact, if you 
remember the president's Sept. 1, 
1982, initiative incorporated the 
role of the Arab side, including 
Palestinians. The whole thrust of 
that approach was to gain 
discussions in a process that would 
involve Arabs- Palestinians and 
the Israelis. 

Mr. Massarueh: On that same 
question, how much input do 
statements like the statement 
from Cardinal O' Connor and 
statements right after that by 
Reverend Benjamin Weir and 
also Terry Waite in England about 
the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinians and national 
homelands, what the Palestinians 
affect or could influence directly 
or indirectly any of the U.S.

Will there be a place for the 
administration who is now 
stalemated in the Middle East to 
consult with the good offices of 
such spiritual people who are 
talking peace and possibly 
bringing something different from 
the statements of the State 
Department, the White House, 
and other sources here in this 
country? 

Mr. Djerejian: Well, you 
mention legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people. That is 
something that we have advocated 
consistently, so that there is 
obviously no difference between 
us and that. We think that 
interlocutors of good faith who go 
to the region to, in this case, 
discuss issues of concern — and I 
think in this matter there was the 
question of the hostages that was 
brought up — that we certainly 
support the good-will efforts of all 
viable interlocutors in terms of the 
hostage situation. 

In terms of the Middle East 
peace process, we listen to various 
groups — religious, private gfoiips 
— to obtain their views and 
incorporate, take under 
consideration their views in’ the 


elaboration, of our own foreign 
policy. 

But I think the United States 
position on the peace process is so 
well defined and really one of 
being a valid interlocutor between 
and amongst all the sides, that the 
United States plays a very key role 
in incorporating the interests of all 
sides in moving forward on tile 
peace process. And it's a 
principled approach which takes 
the views of all the sides into 
consideration. 

Mb. Abn-Fatfil: Ed, why do we 
continue to get conflicting signals 
from both the State Department 
and the Justice Department on 
how to handle the Pollard case? 
Does the United States 
government plan to ask for the 
extradition of Col. Aviem Sella in 
his presumed complicity in this 
Pollard case?

Palestinians keep close to weapons 
despite trace in Beirut refugee camps 


BEIRUT (R) — Palestinian 
fighters hung cm to their rifles and 
roefcet launchers among skeleton 
bufidmgs in Beirufs battered 
refugee camps as Lebanese troops 
deployed to enforce a tenuous 
truce. 

At least 150 people had been 
kflWi and hundreds injured in 
more rh«n a month of bitter 
fighting between Palestinians and 
Shfzte Muslim Amal mili tiamen 
intent of preventing a resurgence 
of Palestinian power. 

A handful of journalists and 
photographers entered the camps 
Tuesday after a 36-day siege as a 
disengagement force of 150 
Lebanese soldiers moved into 
observation posts around two of 
the three camps, Bourj AI 
Barajneh and Shatila. 

The deployment was the first 
indication of success for a 


10 -day-old Syrian-mediated 
truce, but sporadic rrochme-gim 
fixe still iaqg out and there was 
doubt whether a ceasefire would 
hold. 

“The whole thing is no more 
than a short truce. I don't think it 
wifi survive,” a Palestinian woman 
official in Shatila told a Reuter 
correspondent. 

While soldiers carried 
flmiminitvn Ti and beds from their 
trucks, Amal fightezs stS manned 
positions behind barricades 
around the camps. 

Army Gapt- Walid Sukariye and 
Palestinian official Kbated Abu 
Nasr said sand barricades at the 
entrances to the camps would be 
removed, and posts manned by 
Palestinians Amal officials 
would ease the movement of 
people. 

As the journalists entered 


Botuj AI Barajoeh, the largest of 
the camps, an old lady noted up 
with a jug of cold water, wiufe a 
PaJestioian girt offered sweets. 

"Shooting, shootmg, we are 
tbed of that" said a 10-yearokf 
boy, surrounded by buildings; 
reduced to skeleton frames by 
bullets and shellfire. . 

People crowded the narrow 
streets of Shatila, home for 7.000 
Palestinians, when the jounudsts 
arrived. 

"Ten them we are steadfast, we 
are steadfast,” said 63-year-old 
Urn Khalil. 

Canadian surgeon Chris 
Giannou, 36, working with the 
Palestine Red Crescent, said he 
bad operated cm 60 people and 
treated 160 others under siege 
conditions during the fighting. 
“The camps are mating out of 
medical essentials," he added. 


Arab Americans urged to share 
concerns with others in U.S.

WASHINGTON *— At a 
luncheon meeting in Washington, 
members of the National 
Association of Arab Americans 
(NAAA) were advised to focus 
their attention on concerns they 
share with other Americans. 

June 24 was Arab American 
Day on Capitol Hill, home of 
America's law-making and 
political insitutions. NAAA 
delegates, in town for their 14th 
annnai convention, were invited 
to Capitol Hill where they were 
addressed by leading members of 
Senate and House committees. 

Arab American Day on Capitol 
Hill is an annual occasion when 
NAAA members participating in 
the group’s convention discuss 
issues with their elected 
representatives. This year's 
convention is a two-day Political 
Action Conference comprising 
workshops on political activity 
and organisation. 

Featured speaker at the June 24 
luncheon was Senate Majority 
Leader Robert Dole. He 
suggested that the National 
Association of Arab Americans 
can learn a lesson from the steps 
currently being taken by Congress 
to develop a bipartisan tax bflL He 
explained that Congress members 
shelved their political differences 
and worked together to develop 


an important piece of tax reform 
legislation that would benefit all 
Americans. (One version of the 
tax legislation passed in a 97-3 
Senate vote on June 24; the House 
of Representatives earlier 
adopted a slightly different 
version. Now the differences must 
be ironed out in a Senate-House 
conference committee.) 

Sen. Dole told the NAAA 
members that “The programmes 
you espouse, such as the sale of 
arms to Saudi Arabia... m my 
opinion serve the national 
interest.” He pointed out that 
when Americans learn the 
ramifications of these issues public 
involvement Is the result 

Sen. Dole ^ve credit for die 
Senate passage of the Saudi arms 
bill to the perseverance of 
President Reagan and those in 
Congress who favoured the 
legislation. But Sen. Dole warned 
that the biggest burden for the 
National Association of Arab 
Americans was not on the leaders 
of the organisation but on the 
membership as a whole. “Yon 
must be die ones to publicise 
issues that wifi be understood by 
the Americ a n people to be in the 
national interest,” he emphasised. 

One issue he particularly 
stressed was the question of 
terrorism. “There is no American 
support for terrorism. Nor wifi 
Americans support anyone who 
tries to defend the motives for 


such actions,” he said. He called 
on the NAAA to 4 ' make your total 
rejection of terrorism a political 
tool." 

Sen . Dole also made it dear that 
'‘there is no justification for 
anyone to equate Arabs to 
terro rism esperially since Arabs 
more than any other group have 
been its victims.” 

Another speaker. Congressman 
David Obey, chairman of the 
House Appropriations 
Subcommittee on Foreign 
Operations, stressed that 
members of both sides on the 
Arab-Israeh issues who discuss 
their views with him agree that 
“billions of dollars worth of 
weapons can lead to war if not 
accompanied by extensive peace 
efforts.” 

Concerning U.S. reactions 
against Arab Americans, Mr. 
Obey said, “I do not believe that 
there is a rising tide of anti-Arab 
sentiment in the United States. 
There is increasing understanding 
of the Palestmmn probl e m and 
wider knowledge of the cultural 
contributions of the Arab World.” 

Mr. Obey concluded by 
informing the delegates that this 
year's foreign aid bill will be 
$4,000 million smaller than last 
year’s, causing reductions in 
.virtually every major category.

Jordan, W. Germany exchange 
notes on animal health centre 


AMMAN (J.T.) - Notes 
concerning tec hnic al cooperation 
between the governments of 
Jordan and the Federal Republic 
of Germany in the field of .animal 
health and veterinary services 
were exchanged Wednesday 
between Minister of Agriculture 
Ahmad Dakhqan and 
Ambassador of the Federal 
Republic of Germany in Amman 
Herwig Bartels. 

According to the exchanged 
notes, the Gorman government 
will assisi the Ministry of 
Agriculture in setting up an 
epidemiologically -oriented 
control system for « combating; 
ectoparasites in domestic animals. 

The notes provide that die 
German government win assign a 


number of German experts to 
supervise the implementation of 
this project, the overall cost of 
which is expected to amount to 
DM 225 million. Under the 
notes, the German government 
will supply material, machinery, 
means of transport and equipment 
necessary for the implementation 
of the project. 

Also, the notes expressed the 
readiness of the German 
government to provide adequate 
training in the field of 
epidemiology and 
epidemiological management for 
Jordanian experts who, upon their 
return from Germany, will cany 
on the work of the German 
experts. 


W. German aid to Jordan 
helps growth in sales 

The following is reprinted from a .MEED (Middle East Economic 
Digest) special report on West Germany and the Middle East. The 
report appeared this month.

T^* 
upturn *came after two 
disappointing years: exports 
dropped from a peak of DM 974 
million (S429 million) in 1982 to 
DM 576 million ($253 mUfian) in 
.1983 and DM 526 million ($231 
milfion) in 1984. 

Nevertheless, West Germany 
has gradually slipped from being 
Jordan’s fond largest supplier in 
1982, behind Saudi Arabia and 
the UJS^to fifth or sixth place last 
year, after Iraq, Italy and possibly 
Japan. 

In some areas German 
companies have retained a 
sizable market share. They 
supply 25 percent of automobQes, 
for instance, chiefly through 
Daimler-Benz. 

Manufacturers of industrial 
equipment, machine tools, food 
and a wide range of consumer 
items have held onto their market 
share, benefiting from the 
German reputation for quality 
and reliability. 

The recent $558 million order 
from Alia, the Royal Jordanian 
Airline, for 12 passenger jets from 
Europe's Airbus Industrie wfll 
add an estimated $210 million to 
the German export total over the 
next five years. This figure 
represents the 37.9 per cent share 
that Deutsche Airbus holds in the 
European venture.

($22.2 million) in 1985. 
The supply of out-of-season fruit 
and vegetables is one of the few 
areas where Jordan might hope to 
see an increase in sales in the near 
future. 

Jordan has failed to attract 
much attention from German 
investors: in recent years direct 
investment has totalled no more 
than about JD. 200,00.0 
($613,000) annuall y. Excluding 
very small concerns not registered 
with the embassy in Amman, 


as Kerier axe the only German 
firms to have become involved in 
joint ventures. Kerier has joined 
with the local Halasah to fonntwo 
co mpan ies — one for contracting, 
the other for the sale and leasing 
of earth-moving equipment. 

A number of factors make 
greater involvement unlikely. 
Among the most significant are 
the very small size ofthe market, 
high costs, the increasing number 
and unpredictability of 
government economic measures, 
and general concern about the 
region's political stability. 

Aid forms an important part of 
the rieationship between the two 
countries: in per capita terms 
Jordan is the second-highest 
recipient of German assistance. 
Between 1960-83 Bonn extended 
DM 695 millibn ($306 milfion) in 
concessionary loans. The Aqaba

West German firms have also 
participated in aid-related 
projects for Jordan Cement 
Factories Company at Fuheis.

Company at Aqaba, and the new 
white cement plant for the 
Jordanian-Syrian Company for 
Industry. 

Since 1981/82 a steady DM 35 
million (S15.4 milfion) in soft 
loans and DM 13 milfion ($5.7 
milfion) in grants has been made 
available each year. In 1984, 
however, domestic pressures led 
Germany to introduce a 
mixed-credit element into its aid 
pacakge. 

The first project for which 
mixed credits were to be arranged 
was the DM 90 milfion ($40 
million) north Jordan water 
supply scheme, which has now 
been postponed. It was to have 
received DM 48 millio n ($21 
milfion) in government loans and 
DM 12 milfion ($53 milfion) in 
commercial credits, arranged 
through Kreditanstalt fuer 
Wkderaufbau (KfW) and tied to 
West German suppliers. 

A new biennial aid agreement 
between the two countries is due 
to be signed in June; the major 
beneficiary is likely to be state two 
of Aqaba thermal power station, 
which is scheduled to get under 
way this year. 

KfW wants around DM 85 
million (537.4 milfion) for the 
project, to be derived from three 
sources: DM 25 minio n (si 1 
milfion) from the 1986 loan 
allocation, DM 35 mini on ($15.4 
milfion) from the sum allocated to 
the north Jordan water project 
(reallocations will be made when 
the scheme gets under way), and 
DM 25 million ($11 milfion) in 
commercial loans. This last 
element is dependent on the 
project offering substantial 
opportunities for German 
companies to compete. 

Germany's technical aid to 
Jordan, although a modest DM 13 
milfion ($5.7 million) a year, is an 
effective profile raser. This is 
because much of it is used to 
prpvide advisers who work with 
government ministries and 
agencies. Among the latter are the 
Jordan Co-operative 
Organisation, the Agricultural 
Credit Corporation and the 
University of Jordan. 

Project allocations for 1986 
include DM 2.4 mflBo n (Sl.l 
milfion) to build a workshop for 
the Jordan Valley Authority and 
DM 1.75 million (S760.000) for 
the Zarq'a river basin

Hmoud inaugurates 7 public 
service projects in Sahab 


AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of Municipal and 
Rural Affairs and the Environment Marwan Hmoud 
Wednesday inaugurated seven public service 
projects in Sahab and attended a graduation 
ceremony at the Sahab Community Centre for 
student dress makers. 


In a speech during one of the 
ceremonies, the minister said that 
the projects were the result of 
fruitful cooperation between the 
Ministry of Municipal Affaire, 
municipal councils and local 
inhabitants. The projects, he said, 
are aimed at improving services 
for the local population. 

One of the projects was a new 
complex and car park set up on an 
area of seven dunums. The 
complex has offices, a mosque and 
a cafeteria and was buOt at a cost 
of JD 50,000. During the opening 
ceremony a local citizen, 


Mohammad Abdul Hadi, said he 
will undertake to furnish the 
mosque. The minister opened a 
new market place which 
comprises 30 stores and which was 
built on an area of three dunums at 
a cost of JD 45,000, a shopping 
centre which has 42 stores and six 
flats which cost JD 78,000. 

Later. Mr. Hxnoud inaugurated 
a monument at the martyr's 
square in Sahab and presented the 
Sahab shield to Ahmad Zaid Al 
Masri, a local citizen who donated 
the cost of the monument. The 
minister also opened a 


slaughterhouse, a children's 
garden and a new sports ground, 
buOt at a total cost of JD 500,000. 

Mr. Hmoud said his ministry 
was giving the Sahab municipal 
council the sum of JD 7,000 to 
help it install equipment at the 
new slaughterhouse and JD 1,000 
to be used far es tablishing a public 
library at the municipality. 

Later at the dress making 
workshop owned by the Sahab 
Community Centre, the minister 
distributed diplomas to graduates 
and prizes to those excelling in 
their courses. He also presented 
JD 1300 as a gift from the 
ministry to the co mm unity centre.

Communications Ministry to 
spend JD 8m on improving 
telephone servives in Ma’an 


MA’AN (Petra) — The Ministry 
of Communications has embarked 
on a comprehensive plan for 
developing telephone 
communications in Ma'an 
Governors te at the cost of JD 8 
million. Communications 
Minister Muhieddin Al Husseini 
said Wednesday. 

Speaking at a meeting in the 
governor’s house in Ma’an, the 
minister said that the plan is in 
implementation of his ministry's 
polity which aims at improving 
telephone services in the 
govemorate and spreading 
telecommunication services to the 
rural regions. 

Governor Eid Qatarneh 
submitted a working paper on the 
postal and telephone services in 
the region. Mr. Husseini said a 
modern telephone network will be 
installed in the near future to serve 
more than 50 towns and villages in 
the govemorate. A central 
telephone exchange which is to be 
installed in Ma’an will have an 
initial capacity of 2.500 lines and 
will, offer automatic, direct 
national and international 
facilities to 50 areas in the 
govemorate. 

According to Mr. Husseini, 


comprehensive plan includes 
installing a modem telephone 
network. The Ministry of 
Communications has recently 
carried out projects for improv ing 
communication services in the 
Wadi Mousa area, where an 
exchange with a capacity of 1 ,000 
lines was installed, and in Shobak, 
where the manual exchange has 
been replaced by an automatic 
one, the minister said. 

The governor submitted 
another paper at the meeting 
containing requests for opening 
new post offices in various villages 
which Ma’an govemorate and the 
minister said that these requests 
will receive due attention and 
consideration. 

Later the minis ter visited Ma’an 
post office and inspected its 
services. 

Earlier this week. Mr. Husseini 
visited Karak and TafDeh as part 
of a tour to inspect 
telecommunications services. The 
minister said that Karak and 
Tafileh will be linked to the 
national and international 
automatic telephone exchanges 
and that services in these areas will 
be improved. 


Local firms 
to carry out 

initial work 
at Sahab 

AMMAN (Petra) — Two 
Jordanian contracting firms will 
carry out land levelling and 
concrete works required for the 
second and third stage of the 
Jordan Industrial Estate at Sahab, 
south of Amman, under an 
agreement signed at the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade on 
Wednesday. 

Under the agreement, the two 
firms will cany out the woxk in 18 
months at a cost of JD 1.9 million. 
Hie work entails levelling 1,700 
dunums of land and building 
retaining walls, according to a 
spokesman for the Jordan 
Industrial Estates Corporation 
(JIEC) which signed the 
agreement. He said that after the 
preparatory work has been done, 
tenders wfll be floated inviting 
bids to lay a network of 
infrastructure required for the 
second stage of expanding the 
Sahab industrial site and budding 
several factories. 

Hie agreement was signed by 
Minister of Industry and Trade 
Rajai Muasher who chairs the 
JIEC board and the general 
managers of the two companies. 
Present at die signing ceremony 
was the corporation’s director-

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Safety comes first 


YESTERDAY, the Central Bank of Jordan requested 
wide-ranging reports and data from money changing firms to 
evaluate their Bnanrial positions. The statistics, to be supplied 
as of May 31, 1986, should cover credit facilities from banks, 
internal and external accounts, investments, transfers and 
drafts and deposits. 

The evaluation of the moneychangers’ monetary dealings 
comes at a time when the business in this sector is in the process 
of being reorganised and maybe even radically changed. 
FoUowhag the collapse of the Riik empire last month, investors 
with moneychangers withdrew substantial chunks of their 
investments; and the Central Bank warned banks not to extend 
credit to the moneychangers beyond double their paid-up 
capital, and to gradually recover whatever has been lent in 
excess over the past three years. The Central Rank also 
instructed banks not to hononr moneychangers cheques drawn 
on their accounts abroad until after they are actually cleared. 

The fact that mqjor moneychangers have been able to stand 
the public run, simultaneously with the Central Bank squeeze, 
is in itself an indication of how strong and versatile they are. In 
fact one wonders if the Central Rank had not overreacted, and 
put too much pressure on the moneychangers without notice, 
after ten years of turning a blind eye on their activities. 

The financial nervousness during the past several weeks had 
spilled over to some hanks but the hanking system has [moved 
to be solid. It has been able to restore public confidence; and 
most of the deposits withdrawn earlier appear to have returned 
to the banks. 

The whole sad episode of the Rizfc collapse is now behind us, 
we hope. Moneychangers and hanks alike were taken by 
surprise when it happened and were subjected to various 
degrees of pressure in its a ftermath but they weathered the 
difficulty. All banks emerged as safe and strong as ever. 

Observers think that we badly needed this shock in order to 
drawsame osefbl lessons. The first lesson is that nothing should 
be taken for granted, and the Central Bank riiould enforce the 
laws and regulations strictly. Safety should always come first, 
ftoftabflity and expansion are me aning l ess unless based on 
solid foundations. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


Al Ra’i: OPEC is in danger 


IN the face of all odds and despite conspiracies by the 
industrialised nations, OPEC had in the pak been able to 
prove its stand and to fix a price for oil which is a strategic 
commodity. But recent years witnessed a retreat in OPEC’s 
stand and a failure on the part of the organisation to play a 
leading role in the world economy. OPEC was exposed to an 
international conspiracy which could affect its very existence 
if its members do not show solidarity and work in concert. 
Even OPECs funds in the industrialised nations are liable to 
be eroded if no firm stand is taken now to protect its interests. 
The OPEC members are now deeply split on the issue of 
whether to raise the crude price sharply or gradually. Iran, 
Algeria and Libya are on one side and the rest of the OPEC 
members are on the other, and it seems difficult to find a way 
to reconcile them. Unless agreement between the two sides is 
reached soon the whole organisation will be in grave danger. 
Unless OPEC members reach a consensus they are bound to 
fall victim to the international conspiracy. 


Al Dustour: Mid-summer hopes 


DESPITE the persisting differences and divisions within the 
Arab World and despite the pitiable conditions of the Arab 
countries there is still hope among the masses that 
reconciliation among Arab governments will eventually come 
about. Hie hope lies in the Arab mediation mission which is 
due to tour Arab capitals to find a way of bridging the gap of 
differences among Arab governments. Arab states, like other 
nations in the world have their differences, and this is natural, 
but what is sorrowful indeed is to see Arab leaders adhering to 
their obstinacy and refuse rapproachement or reconciliation, 
though they realise that Arab interests are the same and they 
belong to the same one nation. Despite all that, we still hope 
that the Arab mission will be able to a make a breakthrough 
and find a common ground for reconciliation. Such mission 
had earlier succeeded in reconciling Jordan with Syria and 
there is no reason for not succeeding in achieving a similar 
result elsewhere in the Arab World. 


Sawt Al Shaab : Reconciling Arabs 


AS serious attempts are being made by Arab leaders to end 
Arab differences and reconcile Arab countries certain Arab 
circles persist in their role of sowing seeds of dissension among 
Arab brothers. These circles have been launching a campaign 
of falsehoods to harm Jordan and to cast doubts on its stand, 
thus trying to stab a poisonous dagger in the back of all 
attempts to unify Arab ranks.

It is 
unreasonable to allow the Arab World to continue to be 
divided, weak and exposed to conspiracies and danger, and 
therefore, Jordan can only call for a condemnation of all 
ibices that seek to maintain the status quo in inter-Arab 
_'tions and aim at further splitting Arab ranks. 


Beneath the harmony, there are policy splits in U.S. 


SAN FRANCISCO - There 
are strong signs of a deep split 
within the American 
government over Middle 
Eastern policy. There are 
similar signs of a split on 
Central American policy. And 
there has, for a long time, been 
bitter disagreement over policy 
towards the Soviet Union. 


pushing Reagan into a 
completely hard-line 
anti-Soviet policy. 


As to the third, the trends 
indicate strongly that the 
Reagan administration realises 
it has little choice but to seek 
better relations with the Soviet 
Union. Reagan has come 
under strong pressure to 
repudiate the SALT II arms 
control agreement, but it is 
evident that sooner or later 
there will be another 
Reagan- Gorbachev su mmi t. 
And for the Soviets, hope for 
some new arms control accord 
is an absolute precondition for 
such a summit. The right-wing 
has not been successful in 


In Central America, the 
right-wing has tried hard to get 
the administration to commit 
itself completely to the goal of 
destroying the Sandinista 
government in Managua. 
Reagan himself would be 
delighted if he could announce: 
"Communism has been 
defeated in Nicaragua as it was 
in Grenada!” But the UJ5. 
hard-line policy towards 
Nicaragua has, so far, done 
poorly. The “contras” — the 
CIA-armed anti-Sandinista 
forces operating out of 
Honduras — are doing more 
fighting amongst themselves 
than with the Sandmis tas. And 
most of the Central American 
countries are now seeking a 
peaceful solution to the 
conflict. 

Congress has rejected 


military aid for the contras, and 
criticism of Reagan policy is 
widespread and strong in the 
U.S. At the same time, the 
terrible and dangerous 
Mexican debt crisis seems to 
have made Washington realise 
that its anti-Communist 
adventures in Central America 
are a waste of time compared 
to the great dangers that could 
come from apolitical change or 
even collapse in Mexico. 
Mexico has eighty million 
people compared to a paltry 
two million in Nicaragua. 

Evidence for a deep split on 
the Middle East is b eginning to 
surface as weH When, to every 
one's surprise a spy for Israel 
was arrested in the United 
States, observers began to 
wonder why the matter was 
even made public. In the past, 
disputes between the Zionist 
state and Washington were 
always kept very quiet.* But 
now we see a conflict between 


the Justice Department which 
made the arrest and the State 
Department which has been 
playing down the significance 
of the incident. 

The Justice Department is 
headed by a man who is 
personally very close to 
Reagan and also is considered 
one of the most hard-line 
rightwingers in the Reagan 
administration. He strongly 
supports a U.S. hard tine on 
Nicaragua. And there certainly 
is no evidence whatsoever that 
he has any friendly feelings for 
the Arabs. But California is a 
major oil pro during state (the 
state where the head of the 
Justice Department as well as 
the President come from). And 
•its Republicans have just 
nominated for senator (to run 
in this Novembers election) a 
man who has surprised 
everyone with his 
1 ess- than-en thus iastic support 
for Israel. It is just possible that 


our Attorney General has 
decided that Israel is getting 
away with too much misc hief 
within the United States. 

As 1 wrote last week, there 
are indications that some new 
understandings have been 
reached between the 
Americans and the Saudis. 03 
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prices are, once again, rising. 
So are interest rates and the 
value of the dollar. The Saudis 
are now taBring about oil prices 
at the S20 level. 

Last autumn, Washington 
policy suddenly took a 
pro-Israel turn. Surprisingly, 
even the State Department 
which traditionally had been 
fnendtier to the Arabs. than 
other parts of the U.S. 
government swung in line 
behind die new tilt. But now a 
new mood exists in 
Washington scene — or some 
elements of the official 
Washington — which was best 
captured in a headline in the 


President Reagan remains 
extremely popular in the US. 
And the American economy, 
so for, seems to remain in good 
shape. But beneath the 
harmonious surface there are 
real signs of deep policy splits. 
As to U-S.-Scvfel relations, the 
hard-liners are on the 
defensive. On Central 
America, the hard-liners are 
be g innin g to lose their grip on 
polity. And on the Middle 
East, the Zionist hold aa U.S. 
policy towards the Middle East 
is beginning to weaken, even if 
slightly. 

But in all this what is of most 
concern is the level of strength 
of the current American 
government. Do the smiles of 
the president reflect optimism 
or are they just a way of 
covering up weaknesses? 


Industrial policy and private initiative

THE debate surrounding 
protectionism as a component of 
industrial policy, in specific, and 
economic policy, in general, could 
be traced to the pages of 
Hansard’s Parliamentary debates 
in Britain. One can go to the 
Giadestone- Disraeli debates in 
Britain of the 1850’s: Giadestone 
for the free trade and lower taxes; 
and Disraeli for protection and 
high taxes. In 1924, Baldwin, then 
British Prime Minister, thought 
that unemployment could be 
cured by imposing tariffs, a view 
that led J.M. Keynes no declare 
“whoever, before Mr. Baldwin, 
dared to assert that putting 
obstacles in the way of trade 
would increase its volume.” 
President Hoover in ihe 1930’s 
committed the same error, by 
thinking that unemployment 
could be exported to others, and 
prosperity could be imported at 
the expense of others, just by 
adding restrictions to trade. The 
average tariff rate increased from 
40 to 60 percent. Needless to say 
that the depression coincided with' 
the legislative process that 
introduced this protectionist 
measure. 

Most recently Walter Mondale 
made his bid to the presidency to 
the United States, by supporting 
the so-called “Domestic Content 


Law 1 * a protectionist measure that 
would assure specific percentage 
of the importation value to be 
locally made — a measure if 
pushed to its limit, could soon 
come to its logical conclusion of 
abolishing trade. The stunning 
victory of president Reagan 
indicated that’ the American 
electorate had learned the lessons 
of the 1930's well and would not 
commit the sins of the past 

The attempt of governments to 
use trade restrictions to solve 
economic problems, and to build 
economic independence, has been 
not only missing the rationale of 
economic policy that is, the 
augmentation of wealth, but also 
has been confusing symptoms with 
causes. To solve unemployment, 
what is easier than dosing borders 
to trade. Non-competitiveness of 
local industries became the 
rationale for protection, and the 
periods of economic slowdown 
became ; the high season for 
beating up the drums of 
protection, all in the name of 
building industrial base, and 
augmenting wealth. The 
reasoning of foe self-imposed 
lowering of foe standards of living, 
brought about by protection, has 
to rely on ideology rather than on 
rationality.

NATO pins conventional 
arms hopes on task force

BRUSSELS - NATO began the 
daunting task on June 23 of 
shaping a new Western approach 
to conventional arms control with 
the East bloc but the chips seem 
firmly stacked against any sudden 
breakfo roughs. NATO diplomats 
say. 

The alliance has given a 
high-level task force until October 
to draft an interim report on 
"innovative and ambitious” 
proposals aimed at pumping life 
into conventional arms 
negotiations. 

Few people at NATO's Brussels 
headquarters expect foe group to 
produce miracles — at least not 
overnight. 

In the next four months, it must 
review the past, analyse proposals 
including a wide-ranging appeal 
from the Warsaw pact, listen to 
ideas of individual member 
countries and draft the shape of a 
con. non approach. 

"In the first instance the 
operation is likely to be a massive 
.nind-c tea ring process with a 
cross-fertilisation of ideas.” one 
NATO diplomat said. 

■ They will be looking at a highly 
complex field. It would be 
unrealistic to expect any thin g 
much to emerge in foe first few 
months or even possibly for foe 
first year.” 

In the East-West arms 
equation, the conventional arms 
situation has long been eclipsed by 
the nuclear missile debate. 

But the NATO initiative and 
declarations by Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev and the bloc 
have been welcomed by President 
Reagan and brought the issue 
back into focus. 

Foreign ministers of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
( NATO) announced the task 
force initiative last month after 
increasing Western 
disenchantment at the snail's pace 
of the 13-year-long MBFR force’ 
reduction talks in Vienna. 

The fy-nation MBFR (Mutual 
and Balanced Force Reductions) 
talks are confined for now to' 
cutting manpower and arms in the 
Benelux states, the two 


Prime Minister, Mr. Baldwin, in 
foe 1920’s, J.M. Keynes was at his 
best in exposing the fallacy of 
using restrictions as a component 
of economic policy, when be said: 

“If Protertkmists merely mean 
that under their system men will 
have to sweat and labour more, I 
grant their case. But cutting off 
imports we might increase the 
aggregate of work; bat we should 
be diminishing foe aggregate of 
wages. The Protectionist has to 
prove, not merely that he has 
made work, but that he has 
increased the national income. 
Imports are receipts and exports 
are payments. How, as a nation, 
can we expect to better ourselves 
by diminishing our receipts? Is 
there anything that a tariff could 
do, which an earthquake could not 
do better?” 

The quest for economic 
independence, on the rise with foe 
political independence of many 
Third Work! countries, has given 
credence to the popular notion of 
imperialistic exploitation of 
developing countries. This notion 
found hs fertile ground among the 
intellectual elites in those 
countries, who made an extensive 
abusive use' of it to avoid 
respons&ffity for failure. B laming 
stagnation,, sluggish growth, and 
the misery of the masses on foe 
twin forces of imperialistic 
exploitation and capitalist greed, 
and more recently on foe twin 
sisters, the IMF and foe World 
Bank, became the favoured slogan 
to cover up mcompetency and 
failure, and foe favoured exit that 
allows amassing wealth in Swiss 


accounts. All this happened while 
continuing to give lip services to 
socialist ideals, and to the 
suffering of the masses. With all 
this, president-for-Iife 
Jean- Claude Duvalier (Baby 
Doc) of Haiti, F. Marcos of the 
Philippines, and Michael Manley 
of Jamaica, and foe bureaucrats in 
the Third World, could find a 
rational explanation of the 
impoverishment of the masses. 

The slogans suggesting 


imperialistic exploitation, 
collaborating with capitalist greed 


are behind the failure of industrial 
policies, as economies of Third 
World countries begin to lose 
grounds. This is especially so 
because it is now those 
bureaucracies and elective bodies 
of those countries who are running 
foe show; why then blame it on 
somebody else? The interesting 
observation is that those new 
- trustees have taken every care to 
assure that foe assault on private 
initiative is as fierce as it could be. 
'Governments run enterprises, at 
foe cost of the taxpayer or at the 
cost of foe economy's other best 
alternatives. They have become 
the champions of economic 
independence. The need .for an. 
industrial base has be«nhe"just a 
coverup in responding to special 
interest groups, that perpetuate 
inefficiencies. 

The quest for an industrial base 
and economic independence, as 
practised by the Third World 
countries, continues to have a 
serious problem. Instead of 
entrusting foe economy to private 
enterprises aid free markets. 


believed to be foe most efficient 
way of augmenting wealth, 
governments have taken larger 
and larger role in directing the 
economy. Industrial ventures, 
instead of befog initiated by free 
people at their choice are being 
planned by governments' 
bureaucrats who had been 
successful in malring sure that 
industrial policy is a short-cut to 
“distributing favours.” 

Examples of industrial policy 
failures are found in many 
developing countries, Jordan 
indudecL 


The fervour for exports, and the 
misconceptions about the nature, 
has complicated matters even 
further. Policymakers tend to 
fimget that export demand is not a 
mirror image of domestic demand. 
Similarly, imports are the raison 
d'etre for exports, just as 
consumption is the reason for the 
supply of factors of production. 
Exports are the result of domestic 
employment and the otwco mi tant 
demand for imports, rather than 
the cause of domestic 
employment. 

One need not be .armed. with a .

inefficiencies — and if the interest 
rate or social discount factor is 10 
per cent, and if the industry is to be 
protected for 10 years, then ton 
industry should yield extra annual 
gafoof JD 159 forever.Thatis just 
to break even. One might have a 
difficult time finding an industry 
meeting this rational criterion for 
protection: benefits breaking even 
with costs. The higher the interest 
rate, and the longer the protection 
period, foe higher is foe annual 
gain needed to cover the cost. The 
annual gain should be JD 984, 
11640, and 1378.000 if the 
industry is to be protected for 25, 
SO, and 100 years respectively. In 
the absence of resources that 
governments can call their own. 
covering foe cost of protection 
should oome from the economy’s 
productive sector: workers and 
producers. The numbers reported 
above are too frig htening for 
protection to be a sound policy. 


Industrial policy should mean 
leaving it to the private initiative, 
rather than to oommissioas and 
committees. Industrial policy 
•should be guided tor the fact that 
.there is no such thing as a free 
' lunch. If. your .means are- meagre 
and your ends are many, foe 
economic problem is a choke 
problem. 


With this in mind, it is time to 
look forward to emulatfog success 
and avoiding failure. It is time to 
leam not only from our mistakes, 
but also from those of others.

The task force consists of arms 
control experts from ail 16 NATO 
member states meeting under the 
chairmanship of Deputy Secretaiy 
General Marcello Guidi.

Many NATO countries doubt 
the Soviet Union’s commitment to 
relinquishing conventional 
superiority in Europe through 
negotiations, partly because of the 
impasse at the MBFR talks. 

The West was especially 
disheartened last December by 
the Warsaw pact’s lack of 
response to a NATO initiative 
dropping Western insistence on an 
understanding on existing force 
levels before signing an 
agreement.

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Hopes revive in Europe for U.S.-Soviet arms deal

LONDON — Hopes are reviving 
in Europe for an arms deal 
between the United States and the 
Soviet Union following a new 
Kremlin offer on strategic miss iles 
and an unexpectedly warm 
reaction to it from Washington. 

Hardened by years of 
disappointment over 
disarmament, West European 
politicians and arms experts are 
still cautious about whether an 
agreement can really be clinched, 
and Moscow’s public attitude 
remains surly. 

But many analysts believe the 
time will never be better than now 
for foe superpowers to negotiate a 
new arms control treaty, before, 
the 1988 U.S. presidential 
election starts to loom on the 
horizon. 

In its latest proposals, trilled on 
June 11 at 15-month-old 
U.S. -Soviet talks in Geneva, 
Moscow made apparent 
concessions on how far foe U.S. 
could research its “Star Wars” 
programme and on what 
American nuclear weapons 
should be counted as strategic. 

President Reagan responded in 
a speech last Thursday by saying 
the Soviets apparently had “begun 


to make a serious effort,” which 
“could represent a turning point” 
in arms control negotiations — if 
both sides genuinely wanted 
progress. 

Reagan's remarks were well 
received in Western Europe, 
which has been frustrated by 
Washington's tough position on 
disarmament in the past. “I 
welcome President Reagan’s 
speech and more important the 
fact that he was able to make it,” 
British Foreign . Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe said. 

West German Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl said prospects had 
improved for a new US. -Soviet 
summit. “I am reckoning on such a 
meeting and it is the basis for 
making real progress in foe 
substance of disarmament talks” 
he said in a radio interview. 

Moscow’s public reaction has so 
far been suspicious. A senior 
Soviet political commentator, 
Alexander Bovin, on June 23 
described Reagan’s speech as a 
“hypocritical set of phrases” and 
said foe White House seemed to 
want to block a summit 

But arms .experts say foe new 
Soviet missile proposal is an 
important advance on Moscow’s 
previous stance that no strategic 
arms agreement could be reached 
until the U.S. dropped its “Star 


Wars'* plan for a largely 
'space-based anti-missile system. 

Instead, the Soviets are now 
proposing that both sides adhere 
for 15 years to their 1972 
anti-ballistic missile (ABM) treaty 
which among other things bans 
development, testing or 
deployment of a 'space-based 
ABM system. 

The treaty wording might be 
interpreted as allowing research 
into such a system. The Kremlin 
now says such research would 
have to be confined to the 
laboratory, a looser restriction 
than its previous insistence on 
only “theoretical ’ research. 

In a farther concession, the 
Soviet Union offered to omit U.S. 
medium-range missiles on 
bombers and air craft carriers in 
Europe from its proposed ceifing 
of .8,000 strategic nuclear 
warheads for each side —a cut of 
about one third. 

■ Reagan said the Soviet 
proposals were still unacceptable 
as they stood. U.S. officials have 
said -foe. proposed limits on 
research into space weapons — 
what Washington calls its 
Strategic Defence Initiative (SDI) 
— me still too tight. 

Western analysts said 
Washington!? hard line on 
disarmament, including Reagan's 


threat last month to break out of 
foe 1979 SALT -2 strategic arms 
treaty, had built up a strong 
negotiating position with the 
Soviets. 

But if Reagan had now decided 
the tune had come to cash in on 
that position to reach an accord, 
he oo old face problems justifying 
to foe hawks in his republican 
party any backing away from an 
unreserved commitment to SDI, 
they said 

“In some ways, Reagan is more 
sold on foe idea . of stopping 
nuclear weapons through an 
effective defence tfawi through a 
more immediate arms control 
agreement,'* said John Simpson, a 
disar m am e nt specialist at Britain's 
Southampton University. 

“The only chink in that is that 
he may be realising he can't have 
Star Wars without arms control" 

Analysts said if th$ issue was not 
to become embroiled in the next 
U.S. presidential cam paign , any 
accord would have to be ratified 
by Congress by about July 1987.

- -But the high hopes and media 
hype of die early days of genetic 
engineering have given way to a 
growing belief that drugs Idee 
Interferon and Interleukin 
produced by gene splicing -may 
never be more than marginal 
weapons in the war on the killer 

disease. 

"These product*-, may find a 
niche in the market, to be sure, but 
as to whether Interferon becomes 
a major factor, my guess would 
have to be ho,” said Dr . Andrew 
Sivak, a biotechnology researcher 
at Arthur D. Little. 

■ ‘For the next five years at least, 
and probably -longer, the current 
methods of treating the major 
cancers will not change,” Sivak 
predicted. Most patients wSI still' 
need to undergo surgery or 
chemotherapy. 

Biotechnology companies have 
also- learned to temper their 
enthusiasm after some 
well-publicised setbacks and a lot 
of restructuring in 1983 and 1984. 

When Biogen announced 
recently that it had successfully 
cloned the first human proteins to 
impair the growth of sexual 
organs, possibly leading to » 
treatment for deadly female 
reproductive tract cancers, the 
company also issued a word of 
warning. 

Although Biogen officers said 
development of the protein, 
MnUerian Inhibiting Substance 
(MIS), was a very high priority, 
they also said: “It is a long way 
from, success in the laboratory to 
success in fighting human cancer 
— substantial testing must be 
completed before we have Hmical 
evidence that MIS is effective in 
treating disease.” 

Testing can take years and the 
costs are hjgh. Only a handful of 
more , than 200 biotechnology 
'companies in America reported a 
profit for 1-985. Tfie highest net 
iifionte?' reported by Genentech, : 
Was body -$5.6 million.

Brick man says 
there’s room for 
some laughs in the 
nuclear age

LOS ANGELES — Film director 
Marshall Brick man, who wrote 
jokes for television stars before 
becoming Woody Allen’s 
screenwriting sidekick, thinks 
there's room for hnmour in 
potential nuclear disaster. 

"The Manhattan Project,’* his 
third directing effort since the 
amicable dissolution of the 
Oscar-winning Brickman-AUen 
team m 1980, is not exactly a 
comedy, but he says it has enough 
laughs to relieve the tension of a 
contemporary thriller about a 
17-year-old boy who builds a 
nuclear bomb. 

Brick man, who shares writing 
and producing credits in the film/ 
which has just opened here, said 
the Soviet unclear accident at 
Chernobyl in April has added to 
that tension while increasing the' 
power of some of his 
plutonium-packed punchlines. 

"That’s'why the. movie is getting 
such a good, 'Strong reaction, 

. because people are aware that we 
live in a nuclear world. Like it or 
not, they think about it: And 
everybody does think it especially 
the kids,” die tall, urbane New 
Yorker told Reuters in an 
interview. 

In the same year he directed his 
first film, in 1980, B rickman and 
his film editor wife hada child who 
gave them a new reason to worry 
in -the nuclear age. 

He said die big question for 
parents "is what do we ten the kids 
when they ask ns, ‘is the world 
going to end and are we, going to 
live and are our children going to. 
glow in the daric’?”- . 

"It's, excuse me, in the air,- 
figurattvely and literally,? 

Brickman said Chernobyl mi ght 
help raise die consciousness of die 
world while increasing interest in 
his film. " 

“I think Chernobyl may not be a 
t errible thing . I mean it is a terrible . 
thing, but you know, every- 
radioactive cloud has a silver - 

lifting ”' 

"Maybe it will bring home that 
the differences between., people.; 
.around the world are not-, as 


important as the similarities and' 
that nobody declared war, nobody 
(fid anything,” Brickman said. 

. As for the film, starring John 
Lithgow as a scientist who 
inadvertently gives die teenage 
son of a woman he is dating access 
to purified plutonium, he said 
scenes that got “a nice laugh” in 
screenings before Chernobyl 
“now get a big roar” 

“Remember the jokes that 
started to circulate immediately 
after the thing at ChemobyL It’s 
terrible thing that’s happened, and 
everybody knows it’s terrible, and 
yet there are jokes, why?,” he 
said, then answered his own 
question. 

“Maybe people need to 
distance themselves. If s a kind of 
nervous thing. If s sort of a human 
quality that no matter how terrible 
something is, there’s a joke about 
it on some level.” 

Bride man knows a lot about 
jokes. 

He and Allen became friends in 
1963, while Brickman wasplaying 
the banjo in a New York dub 
where Allen was appearing. Soon 
afterwards Brickman quit music 
altogether and started to write 
jokes for comics.

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Microwaves for safer aircraft arrivals 


A NEW technology called 
Microwave Landing System 
(MLS) has been established in 
Canada to allow airplanes to land 
more safely. The MLS will replace 
the Instrument Landing System 
(ILS) in some 70 major Canadian 
airports and basic navigational 
instruments at smaller airports 
across the country. 

The first installation in the $450 
million Cdn programme is 
expected to be made in 1988, and 
by the year 2000, some 150 MLSs 
will be operational. 

Optional landing paths 

The new MLS, using the latest 
electronic technology and linked 
to computers aboard aircraft, will 
greatly extend the use of airapace 
around airports by establishing 
several approach paths for landing 
instead of a single ILS path. The 


range of the new system extends 
up to 70 nautical miles wide to an 
..altitude of more than 6,000 
metres and out to a distance of 20 
nautical miles from the runway, 
compared with the 27 nautical 
miles of the ILS. 

The basic MLS elements are an 
approach azimu th antenna, an 
approach elevation antenna, and . 
distance measuring equipment 
(DME). The azimuth antenna 
project is a vertical fan-shaped 
radio scanning beam that sweeps 
60 degrees to the right and left of 
the runway centreline. The 
elevation antenna, which scans to 
an altitude more than 6,000 
metres, provides the angle of the 
aircraft’s elevation with the 
runway, while the DME provides 
continuous distance from 
touchdown data. 

Thk mfo r matiop is transmitted 
to computers on the airplane 


allowing the pilot to accurately use 
curved, segmented and high angle 
approaches to landing in contrast 
to the low angle (three degrees) 
straight-in approach of the ILS. 
The ILS system uses a single 
electromagnetic beam to guide the 
plane to the centre of the runway. 

In addition, below 60 metres 
ILS signals are subject to ghost 
signals reflected from nearby 
buddings or other large objects. 
The microwave signal, however, is 
not affected by geography and 
cannot be bent by an obstruction. 
It is also less sensitive to 
environmental conditions such as 
snow which can disturb the ILS 
signals. 

Testing phases 

A test MLS unit has been 
installed at Ottawa International 
Airport to gain technical and 
operating experience. The MLS 


team is also cooperating in its test 
programme with the Federal 
Aviation Administration in the 
United States, where 1 ,250 MLS 
units are to be installed by the end 
of the century. 

A MLS system is operating at 
Jasper. Alberta, to provide 
accurate aircraft guidance in 
mountainous terrain. Also, five 
private MLS installations are 
under consideration tty companies 
and provincial governments for 
use in remote airports. 

Installation of the units in 
Canada is being undertaken 
concurrently with the federal 
government’s new radar 
modernisation programme, which 
will eventually lead to 
pre-programming an aircraft' s 
flight from take-off to landing 
with many stages of Ac flight 
under the supervision of 
computers — Canada features. 


A SENIOR executive of a 
multinational food company 
nearly missed his plane to New 
York because of his nostalgia for 
Belgian delicacies. He left his taxi 
ticking over, at great expense, 
while he dashed into Bernard, the 
world-famous Brussels truitcur, to 
look for the elusive/i’b AchouNun 
(tender hop shoots), which are 
briefly available in a few specialist 
shops in late spring. 

Disappointed, he was told by 
the crisp and haughty assistant 
"The season finished yesterday.” 

At 72, proprietor Mr. Theodore 
Bernard has just retired from the 
family business, but he still comes 
into die tiny office each day "to 
keep an eye on things.” 

Bernard's shop is the 
quintessence of the Belgian Good 
Life, with its respect for quality 
and devotion to detail. Three 
generations of loyal customers 
have been coming. over 150 years, 
to buy fresh foie gras, oysters, 
plovers’ eggs and caviar. 

"Look at this.” says Mr. Robert 
Pterard, Mr. Bernard’s right-hand 
man, waving a round blue tin 
under my nose. "The Iranians are 
sending us decent stuff again. We 
had to return an awful lot of caviar 
when Khomeini was first around. 
No quality control.” 

Mr. Bernard caters for a 
clientele which has always had a 
part to play in the Brussels social 
scene, and which seems to survive 
all political and economic ups and 
downs. “They are very 
demanding, very difficult and very 
rich ” says the owlish Mr. Bernard 
from behind a pile of bank 
statements. 

Hie shop supplies only the 
freshest and most recherche 
produce — at a price. Each season 
has its speciality, from the eariy 
Malines asparagus in December, 
to the passe -pierrp- crunchy 
seaweed from Brittany in March. 
Later, there are partridge from 
Holland, wild boar, young fawn 
and live crayfish from Poland 

The first maatjes (soused 
herrings) are currently on offer, 
"to be eaten with haricots and a 
special mustard sauce from 
Ghent,” says Mr. Bernard, who 
also sells Scottish smoked salmon 
at £60 (S90 j 6) a kilo, and English 
bacon at £10 a kilo. 

Although the visitor to Belgium 
is immediately struck by the 
expensive marvels of patisserie, 
chocolate and charcuterie 
available in the shops, it is not j ust 
the rich who love their food. The 
role of a good meal is central to 
family life, something which is 
taken seriously at all levels of 
society. 

Even in the school bus, children 
will hotly debate the relative 
merits of the fiitures where they 
will buy their lunchtime paper 
cornets of chips, complete with 
dollop of curry sauce, piccalilli or 
mayonnaise. 

It would be unthinkable. for a 
Belgian family not to eat together. 
The Anglo-Saxon idea of nursery 
food at nursery hours, and the 
American-style snack-on-the-rnn 
are equally alien. Sitting together 
at the end of the day is still a ritual, 
and the smallest child will tuck 
into tile chicon au y nil in (eels in 
green herbs) or beef stewed in 
beer. 
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appreciate good food,” says 
Bernard. This reverence is 
notiiing new. Rabelaisian feasts 
are a feature of early Flemish 
paintings, and every town in 
Belgium seems to have street 
names celebrating iripes, marche 
aux fro'nages, or simply beurre. 

The importance of eating well is 
continuously reinforced by the 
enduring traditions of family life, 
with Sunday lunch with granny a 
weekly treat for nearly everyone. 
Then there is die continuing 
observance of ancient folklore, 
especially carnivals which are 
extremely varied and rich in 
Belgium and are dosely linked 
with food. 

In Liege, on August 15, for 
example, the citizens celebrate the 
Assumption with a .feast of 
pancakes stuffed with currants 
and sprinkled with the local. 


liqueur called pekeu while in the 
Brabant village of Orp-le-Petit. 
the annual festival centres around 
the new crop of green cabbages 
used in the preparation of the local 
speciality houdin vert. 

This hearty sausage is taken so 
seriously that only five butchers 
are awarded the appellation 
iuiiuoIc which allows them to 
advertise the authentic dish. It is 
normally consumed with great 
gusto and washed down by a local 
beer called Le Fruit Defend u 
because of its considerable 
alcoholic strength. 

No visitor to 'Belgium could fail 
to be impressed by the variety and 
quality of its food, though 
genuinely regional dishes are 
found more often at local 
kerraesses (village fetes) and in 
private houses than in restaurants. 

From the mussels cooked in 
beer and scallops with bacon and 
chervil of the Flemish coast to the 
wild boar with juniper of the 
Ardennes forest, each region has 
something original to offer. 

Yet there is a tendency to 
over-genera I ise about Belgian 
food. lt is often regarded as a 
northern extension of France, and 
many of the classic French dishes 
appear on Belgian menus, 
prepared with the same flair. The 
countries use common 
ingredients, and are closer in their 
interest in cooking than with their 
Dutch. German or British 
neighbours. 


Belgium has been subjected to 
cosmopolitan influences for 
centuries, fought over and 
occupied by the Spanish, 
Germans. Dutch and French. It 
also became ao important 
crossroads of trade routes, which 
enriched the variety of (fishes. 

Given the basic resources of 
rich soil, temperate climate, 
abundant fish and game, the 
Belgians were off to a good start 
and legend has it that the Romans 
found the locals already nicking 
into wild boar with chicory, and 
drinking envois beer. 

The Romans brought new 
spices, wines and fruit, which 
enhanced the rough local fare, but 
many specialities originated in the 
Middle Ages. 

The abbey farms had good 
supplies of milk, honey, fruit and 
flour, and because the monks were 
usually forbidden meat they 
tended to turn their creative 
energies into transforming 
humble raw' materials into cheese, 
pastries, beer and liqueurs. 

Even today, many Belgian 
cheeses are still produced by 
monks, as are several of the 
co im try's 400 beers. Many beers, 
which are usually strong and 
highly flavoured, are the basis of 
regional stews and sauces. 

Cakes and pastries, such as 
ermnktue (spiced fruit bread), 
waffles and many tarts like the 
vegetable and cheese 'djoue from 
Nivellesand the <naton from Mods 
( made with sour milk), can also be 
traced to the Middle Ages. 

Belgian cuisine could have 
disappeared in the succession of 
foreign invaders, but instead many 
dishes which mix meat and sweet 
tastes such as rabbit and prunes 
survived uncorrupted. Enid 
Gordon and Midge Shirley, whose 
book A Taste of the Belgian 
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much of what is now called 
nuuvelle cuisine was already 
embedded in the traditions of 
Belgian regional dishes. 

It was once said that the 
language division in this small 
country extended to its food: The 
Flemish were gourmands 
(gluttons) but the Walloons were 
gourmets (connoisseurs). 

It may be that rich and hearty 
stews such as Waterzooi and 
carbonnades are more common in 
areas lashed by the northerly 
winds, but this generalisation is 
probably just a refinement of the 
prejudice which led Victor Hugo 
to make a famous remark. When 
his restaurant neighbour observed 
that Hugo must be French because 
of the quantities of bread he ate, 
he replied: “And you must be 
Belgian, because you eat so much 
of everything” — Financial Times

IFA chief blames coach 


BAGHDAD (R) — Soccer boss

Cocaine killed basketball star 

BALTIMORE (R) — University 


of Maryland basketball star Len 
Bias, wno die 


died last week, suffered 
heart failure brought .on by 
cocaine intoxication, the state 
medical examiner said Tuesday. 

Bias, 22, probably took the 
cocaine minutes before he 
collapsed in his dormitory room 
last Thursday, Dr. John Smialek 
told a news conference. 

Smialek said Bias was in 
excellent physical condition but 
the cocaine interrupted electric 
activity in his brain and caused his 
heart to stop. 

The medical examiner said he 
could not estimate how much 
cocaine Bias took but said it '‘was 
not an overdose." 

“This particular concentration 
might not have killed another 
individual," Smialek said. “On the 
other hand, some might have been 
killed by lesser concentrations." 

The 2.03-metre forward was 
Maryland's leading career scorer 
and a first round draft pick last 
week by the Boston Celtics of the 
National Basketball Association. 

Two days later, he collapsed 
after celebrating all night with 
teammates and friends in his zoom 
on campus. 

Friends and classmates said he 
did not abuse drugs or alcohol. 

Earlier Tuesday state 
prosecutor Arthur Marshall 
confirmed that Prince George's 
County Police found cocaine in 
Bias' rented sports car and in a 
trash can behind the dormitory. 

“If there’s a message in this to 


the people, it’s this: If cocaine can 
knock down someone like Len 
Bias, then they should remember 
Len when they put a straw to their 
nose. They may not wake up 
again,” Marshall said. 

“There is no reason this should 
happen to someone like Len Bias. 
Everyone seems to think cocaine 
is okay. Someone is gong to have 
to start getting mad about 
cocaine,” Marshall said. 

A state grand jury investigation 
is scheduled to begin next week on 
Bias’ death at Marshall's request 
He has vowed that whoever 
supplied Bias with cocaine will be 
prosecuted on criminal charges. 


McGuigan to take a long rest

LAS VEGAS — Barry 
McGuigan, who spent a night in 
hospital after the loss of his tide, 
said Tuesday he will take a long 
rest before decidin&on his boxing 
future. 

"I'm tired. I've had a long, hard 
haul." said McGuigan, who lost 
his WBA (World Boxing > 
Association) featherweight crown' 
Monday night to American Steve 
Cruz after 15 gruelling rounds 
fought in sweltering heat. 

*Tm going to take a long rest. 
I’m not sure whether 1*11 fight 
again," he said at a news 
conference at Caesars Palace. 

The Brhoc, dubbed the “clones 
cyclone" after his hometown in 
Ireland, wore dark glasses to cover 
his badly bruised face and still had 
hospital identification bands on 
his wrist. 

“I'm 100 per cent," McGuigan 
said. “I had acatscan test last night 
but they’ve asked me to come 
again because they couldn't find 
my brain." 

Cruz, who trailed on two of the 
three judge's score cards going 
into the 15th round, snatched the 
title by dropping McGuigan twice 
in the final three minutes to win a 
unanimous decision. 

McGuigan and his manager, 
Barney Eastwood, differed on the 
affects of the heat, which reached 
110 degrees (43C) in the ring. 


“I don’t think temperature was 
really a factor," Eastwood said 
before the fighter appeared at the 
gathering. 

“He had been fighting 
four-minute rounds hi his 
preparation at Palm Springs 
(California) in 120 degrees (4 9C). 
He was in the best shape I’ve ever 
seen him in.” 

McGuigan, however, said he 
would have preferred to fight 
when tiie sun went down rather 
than at 6:10 p.m. (0110 GMT), a 
time set partly to accommodate a 
live telecast to the United 
Kingdom. 

McGuigan had dominated 
much of the early going with his 
aggressive style and non-stop 


. attacks to the body. * 

Bat a Shock left -hook launched 
by Cruz in the 10th round as be 
spun-out of a comer, caught the 
Briton Bush and sent him down to 
the canvas for only the second 
time in his career. 

"I thought he ana doing well Qp 
to the loth round. Be was in 
control." Eastwood said. 

Eastwood said the decision on 
whether McGuigan continues 
would be strictly the fighter's, 
although he added: *Td like to 
think tftere’d be a few more big 
nights." 


McGuigan had the last word as 
the conference ended. “I gave it 
my alt" he said.

GENEVA (R) - The 
International Labour 
Organisation (ILO), the oldest 
specialised United Nations 
agency, Tuesday approved 
sweeping constitutional changes 
which delegates said would greatly 
augment die voice of Third World 
countries. 

The move was hailed by most 
participants as a step towards 
more balanced representation and 
was approved overwhelmingly. 

Communist nations also pushed 
for a greater say, a move the 
conference resisted. 

The annual session of the 
150-nation ILO, established in 
1919 and grouping state, 
employer and worker 
representatives, voted to abolish 
the privileged position of key 
industrialised countries on its 
tripartite executive governing 
body. 

To assure a fairer geographical 
and economic spread, the number 
of its members was doubled to 
112, with 56 seats filled by 
governments and 28 each 
appointed by employers and 
workers. 


Approved by 352 votes in 
. favour and 44 against, the changes 
follow 25 years of protracted 
wrangles. One senior Western 
delegate, noting that non-aligned 
developing countries gave their 
full support, described the 
breakthrough as historic. 

ILO chief, Mr. Francis 
Blanchard, of France told a news 
conference the changes were “a 
point of departure for a more 
sober, more promising situation in 
the years to come." 

Delegates from several 
industrialised countries said they 
expected the Thud World to gain 
in stature after the changes. 

Everyone has come to realise 
that the global economic balance 
has changed since 1919 and along 
those lines we reduced the 
privilege powers of the ‘old world 1 
in the ELO,” one said. 

Socialist countries, increasingly 
angered by what they see as 
blatant disc rimin ation against 
them, have complained that their 
employers were 
under-represented and little 
account was taken of “political 
and economic realities" under 


communism. 

The group of employers within 
the ILO refuses to recognise its 
East bloc counterparts as other 
titan state managers and has 
denied them voting seats in the 
executive. 

Poland has already given notice 
that it plans to quit this year in a 
separate dispute while Vietnam 
walked out last June. Moscow has 
stopped short of saying it may 
follow suit. 

Soviet government envoy, Mr. 
Leonid Kostin, who has said any 
decision to withdraw from the 
ILO would depend on the 
Kremlin, denounced the vote 
anew as “unacceptable

delegates said these seats could go 
to Israel. Arab states do not 
acknowledge the Jewish state as 
part of their region. 

Other changes centred on 
election and voting procedures. 
They need to be ratified by a 
two-thirds majority before 
coming into force.

Chernobyl disaster will hinder 
East European economic growth 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — The 
adverse impact on East European 
food exports that the Soviet 
Union’s nuclear accident at 
Chernobyl has had may continue, 
but the accident is likely to have a 
relatively small effect on the 
region’s agricultural production, 
according to a high-ranking U3. 
agriculture Department official. 

Mr. Robert L. Thompson, 
assistant secretary of agriculture 
for economics, told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Subcommittee 

26 Chernobyl accident A ]xas 
affected East European food 
exports significantly and may 
contmuc to do so. 

As an example, Mr. Thompson 
said, a May 12 ban by the 
European Community (EC) on 
farm products from most East- 
European countries because of 
the accident "could have a serious 
impact on the region’s -bard 
currency earnings." 

“It has already cost the region 
between $200 nuffion and $300, 
mSfion in food export earnings,” 
he said. 

Mr. Thompson said such a loss 


"would represent less than one 
per cent in hard currency export 
earnings of the region, but more 
than five per cent of their annual 
hard currency debt servicing ML" 

The agricultural economist said 
East European countries could 
sell to tiie Soviet Union the 
agricultural products they could 
not sell in the West, thereby 
reducing their debts wijh Moscow. 

But Mr. Thompson said that 
also would “reduce the region's 
hard currency gamings that are 
badly needed to continue 
servicing its hard currency debts 
and to . Import spare parts, 
machinery, and raw materials 
from,-'' the West to keep their 
ecpfiiomies going and their exports 
competitive.” 

./ He said the Chernobyl accident 
would have relatively small impact 
on East European agricultural 
production because virtually all of 
tiie area bes beyond a 300-mile 
radius of the accident she. 

"Nowhere was die radioactive 
* fallout significant enough to affect 
current or future production,” he 
said. 

Mr. Thompson said some East 


European farmers sustained 
losses when some milk, fresh 
fodder and green vegetables had 
to be destroyed and the demand 
for such products dropped sharply 
soon after the accident. 

But he said any change in the 
region’s food import demand as a 
result of Chernobyl "will be 
insignificant apart from additional 
dry milk aid shipments to 
Poland.” 


"All imports in Eastern Europe 
have been constrained in recent 
years by a severe shortage of 
foreign exchange, a situation that 
the accident has exacerbated." 
Mr. Thompson said. 

In answer to a question from a 
senator, Mr. Thompson said his 
department has no evidence to 
date that Soviet agricultural 
production beyond a 
30-kilometre range from 
Chernobyl will be hurt by the 
nuclear accident. 

Mr. Thompson said-the Soviet 
Union's largest grain production 
area is southeast of tiie accident 
site and that at no time were winds 
carrying radiation over that area. 


Conference President Arturo 
Hernandez Grisanti of Venezuela, 
in an opening statement, spoke of 
jubilation in industrialised 
countries at the fall in ofl prices. 

But he said, "this jubilation 
will be short-lived," adding that 
‘Tow oil prices alone will not solve 
the economic difficulties of the 
consuming countries." 

Mr. Hernandez Grisanti said 
OPECs efforts to stabilise the 
market in the past, sometimes at 
great sacrifice to its 13 members, 
had been "frustrated by the 
market behaviour of most 
non-OPEC (oil producing) 
countries.” 

He said many of the non-OPEC 
producers had blamed OPEC for 
failing to adhere to a price and 
output discipline while giving 
themselves freedom to set their 
own levels. 

"The time is therefore overdue 
for all those who share in the 
benefits to share also in the 
burden,” he declared. 

A five-member group from 
OPEC has had contacts with 
non-OPEC producers in recent 
weeks to seek their cooperation 
on output levels to force tiie price 
bade up, and Mr. Hernandez 
Grisanti said there had been an 
increase in the number of 
countries outside OPEC willing to 
contribute to market stability in 
their own self-interest. 

He said the condition for 
regaining market stability was 
“full cooperation between OPEC 
and non-OPEC producers and 
their joint agreement to restrain 
production, provided that OPEC 
itself achieves a fair market 
share." 

Countries with which OPEC 
ministers have met to discuss joint 
action include Mexico, Egypt, 
Malaysia, O man and Angola as 
well as the second-biggest North 
Sea producer Norway. 

Mr. Hernandez Grisanti 
specially welcomed Norway's, 


agreement to cooperate. Last 
week Norwegian Prime Minister 
Gro Harlem Brum! and visited 
Caracas for talks with Mr. 
Hernandez Grisanti and her Oil 
Minister Arne Oeien met Saudi 
Arabia's Minister Ahmad Zaki 
Yamant in Venice. 

The Venezuelan minister told 
the meeting here: "We hope that 
the stage is being set, not only to 
puta floor to the oO price slide, but 
also to put avoid the recent wild 
fluctuations which have 
characterised the market." 

He reserved strong comments 
for Britain, the biggest European 
producer, which has steadfastly 
refused to cooperate with OPEC. 
He warned of the dangers to 
□on-OPEC producers should 
prices not be restored, particularly 
for countries like Britain with low 
reserves and high production 
costs. 

OPEC shows little 
movement to change 
former stands 

Meanwhile, public statements 
made by OPEC ministers since 
their arrival have shown little or 
no movement from long-standing 
entrenched positions on prices or 
production. 

The states have coalesced into 
two main groups, with the 
once-powerful group bidding to 
halt the slide in oil prices on a 
glutted world market and boost 
the countries’ revenues. 

One group favours sharp 
cutbacks in current OPEC 
production of between 18 and 19 
m?l Ho n barrels per day (b/d) and a 
return to oil prices of S28 a barrel. 
The price is now just over $11 a 
barrel, an almo st two- thirds drop 
from last year’s peak of around 
$30. 

The other group supports a 
higher market share for OPEC 
than its current official ceiling of 
16 million b/d allows, and a 


stabilisation of prices at around 
S20 or just below. 

Algeria. Libya and Iran are the 
core of the group favouring sharp 
production cuts, with some 
support from Gabon and 
Ecuador. 

The second group revolves 
around the five OPEC ministers 
who met is Taif, Saudi Arabia, last 
month. They were reported to 
have targe tted OPEC production 
at 175 million b/d for the third 
quarter of this year and 17.9 
million for the fourth. 

The five are Saudi Arabia, 
Venezuela, Indonesia, Kuwait 
and Nigeria. Their policy of 
increasing market share has won 
backing from Iraq. Qatar and the 
United Arab Emirates (UAE). 

Algerian Oil Minister 
Belkacem Nabi said here Tuesday 
current OPEC prices were an 
"economic catastrophe" and that 
OPEC must now decide on a 
pricing policy. The official OPEC 
price structure collapsed at the 
turn of the year, when the market 
share strategy took over. 

Algeria currently produces at 
around its quota level of 663.000 
b/d. an insisted — along with 
Libya and Iran — at OPECs Iasi 
conference in April that a group 
cutback to 143 million b/d in the 
third quarter of 1986 should be 
made. 

Ecuador OD Minister Javier 
Espinosa Teran said at the start of 
the week OPEC should abandon 
its market share policy. 

He said OPEC should stand by 
an earlier majority decision to 
produce just 163 million b/d next 
quarter, aiming for a price of 
around S20 by year-end. 

In the post Ecuador has claimed 
a quota of 285.000-290,000 b/d, 
up from its current 183,000. But 
output, as with most OPF.C 
countries, is significantly higher at 
295,000 b/d. 

Gabon Ofl Minister Etienne 
Guy Mouvagha-Tchioba said 
OPEC should aim for a ceiling of 
14 million to 16 million b/d. 
Gabon's quota is 137,000 b/d, and 
in the past it has sought an 
increase. 

Indonesian Oil Minister 
Subroto said recently OPEC could 
raise its ceiling, and that he 
favours oil at S18-S20. 


Saudi minister sees ‘no miracle 
solutions’ to Third World debt 


U.S. Senate passes historic 
income tax overhaul legislation 


VIENNA (OPECNA) - Saudi 
Finance and National Economy 
Minister Mohammad Abal Khafi 
warned here this week that 
commercial banks would not 
continue indefinitely to 
reschedule Third Work! debt. 

Speaking at the concluding 
session of a one-day seminar 
marking the 10th amtiveisaiy of 
the OPEC Fund for International 
Development, he said it was "not 
useful or realistic” to expect the 
banks to make additional efforts 


to ease the debt burden because 
their criteria were solely 

rf miTTipmal 

The Saudi minister, dedaring 
“there can be no mircale 
solutions” called for stepped-up 
South-South trade and an increase 
in the productive capacity of 
debtor countries. 

Sheikh Abal Khail said tiie 
question of debt could not be 
dissociated from development and 
growth, and he advised 
developing countries not to waste 


their time in discussing "fictitious 
solutions.” 

Even countries with less 
onerous debts were unlikely to 
receive loans or cooperation from 
world financial markets and there' 
seemed little likelihood of an 
improvement in borrowing 
conditions, the minister pointed 
out. 

He made a strong plea for 
easing the access of needy 
countries to international capita! 
markets. 


WASHINGTON (R) -The U3. 
Senate has passed a historic 
reform of the income tax system 
which provides for wide tax cuts 
but must first be reconciled with a 
more modest lower house version. 

The Senate bill, passed 
Tuesday, now goes to a 
conference committee where a 
compromise with the House of 
Representatives version must be 
reached. 

The Senate’s overwhelming 
97-3 vote drew praise from 
President Reagan who called it a. 
triumph for the American 
taxpayer. 

"Talk about the thrill of 
victory," Mr. Reagan said in a 
written statement released by the 


White House. 

Mr. Reagan, who had proposed 
tax reform as the major domestic 
policy goal of his second term, 
called it "the most sweeping piece 
of tax legislation in our nation’s 
history." 

Die Senate plan would give 
millions of Americans a modest 
tax cut paid by S10Q -billion in 
higher taxes on industry over five 
years. 

It cuts tax iates from 14 ranging 
from 1 1 per cent to 50 per cent to 
just two of 15 and 27 per cent, the 
lowest rate in half-a-century. It 
curbs tax dodges used by the 
wealthy and some companies to 
reduce their federal taxes. 


A more conventional House 
plan passed last year only after 
Mr. Reagan assured Republicans 
he would fight for major changes 
in the plan in the 
Republican-controlled Senate. 

Congress must now resolve 
differences between the two 
versions, with the main issue 
whether tax races should be set at 
the higher House level for the 
wealthy in order to give more tax 
relief to the middle dass. 

Both plans make thousands of 
changes in the tax laws and the 
conference of senior House and 
Senate taxwriters, which starts in 
mid-July, is expected to be long 
and difficult.

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Tambo welcomes U.K. 
acceptance of ANC 


LONDON (R) — South African guerrilla leader 
Oliver Tambo left London Wednesday after a 

breakthrough meeting with a British government 
minister and said Britain's acceptance of his African 
National Congress was welcome. 


Mr. Tambo, who during 75 
minutes of talks with Junior 
Foreign Minister Lynda Chalker 
refused to denounce violence . told 
reporters before leaving 
Wednesday morning: 

“We lose nothing by having 
talks, it has been our concern that 
the British government seems 
determined to keep my 
organisation at arm’s length and 
have notiting to do with us. 

"That happened to be the 
position of the Botha government 
too, and this coincidence of 
position worried our people a 
great deal," Mr. Tambo said 
before flying on to Amsterdam 
and his base in Dar Es Salaam. 

“We welcome recognition of 
the obj ective reality that the ANC 
is going to be part of the solution 
and no solution can be reached 
without us,” he added. 

As Mr. Tambo left, Allan 
Boesak, an outspoken coloured 
South African church leader 
opposed to apartheid, arrived in 
Britain on a two-day visit as a 


guest of the left-wing London 
borough of Brent, west of the 
capital. 

Ms. Chalker, who described her 
talks with Mr. Tambo as useful 
and candid, said on British radio 
Wednesday thatdrastic action was 
needed to end the South African 
crisis. 

“There are many who do not 
even follow the ANC in their 
constructive and very positive 
view. There are many not under 
control —I have had this message 
from bishops in South Africa and 
many others.” 

She defended her meeting with 
Mr. Tambo, adding: “We are 
Hying to promote dialogue about 
all the terrible problems in South 
Africa.” 

The British government had 
previously refused to meet ANC 
officials until the organisation, 
outlawed in South Africa, 
renounced violence in its 
campaign to end white minority 
rule. 


The meeting took place a day 
before the government was due to 
finalise a package of measures 
against South Africa which official 
sources said would mark a shift 
away from its long opposition to 
economic sanctions. - 

Foreign Secretary Sir Geoffrey 
Howe said he was considering 
leading a peace mission to South 
Africa with a three-man team of 
past, presentand future presidents 
of the European Community 
council of ministers. 

Sir Geoffrey takes over the 
presidency of the council next 
week. He said in an interview 
published in Wednesday’s Times 
newspaper : “The mission is very 
much under consideration.'' 

With strict reporting 
restrictions preventing the free 
flow of information from South 
Africa, the human rights 
organisation Amnesty 
International said it had received 
reports that a second church 
congregation had been arrested in 
Cape province. 

The London-based 
organisation said 600 people were 
rounded up on June 16 in the 
black township of Giaaff Remet 
under th' emergency regulations. 
About ZOO children and old 
people had since been released. 


Rebel mines kill 16 in Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO (R) -Tamil 
separatist guerrillas Wednesday 
set off three land mines in Sri 
Lanka killing 16 people and 
wounding 49. the National 
Security Ministry said. 

A spokesman said the blasts 
occurred in the north and east 
areas only hours before the start of 
a peace conference. 

The spokesman said 16 villagers 
were killed when their van was 
blasted by a guerrilla landmine at 


Serunuwara in eastern 
Trincomalpe. 

Forty-two people were 
wounded, 15 seriously, when a bus 
hit a guerrilla landmine in 
northern Vavuniya, the 
spokesman said. In a third blast, a 
police jeep escorting a bus near 
Trincomalee hit a landmine and 
seven policemen were wounded. 

The spokesman said the blasts 
occurred within two hours of each 


other. Some of the more seriously 
wounded were taken to hospital in 
the Buddhist city of Anuradhpura. 

Military helicopters flew 
doctors, nurses and drugs to 
Anuradhpura from Colombo. 

President Junius Jayewandene 
has called a conference of political 
parties this evening at which he 
will unveil a plan to resolve the 
island’s bloody conflict between 
majority Sinhalese and minority 
Tamils. 


White officials held again in Zimbabwe 


HARARE (R) — Zimbabwe 

security police have re-detained 
.two white senior customs officials 
freed Tuesday by the country's 
supreme court, legal sources told 
Reuters. 

They said the police followed 
John Austin, 36, and Kenneth 
Harper, 43, soon after their 
release and took them back to 
prison. 

It is the second time since their 
arrest in February that the two 
officials have been re-detained 
over allegations of spying for 
South Africa. 

The sources said Harper and 
Austin locked themselves up in 
their lawyers’ offices when they 
noticed that agents of the Central 
Intelligence Organisation ( CIO) 


wanted them held again. 

Heated arguments followed 
between the lawyers and the 
secret police agents, while the two 
men were being fed hamburgers 
and soft drinks passed to them 
through a window, they said. 

Four hours later a senior CIO 
officer arrived to say he had 
re-detention orders from Minister 
of State for Security Emmerson 
Munangagwa. 

The supreme court earlier ruled 
— as did Chief Justice Enock 
Dumbutshena sitting with two 
other judges Tuesday — that the 
reasons for their detention were 
vague. 

The state alleges the two whites 
supplied South Africa with 


information that enabled Pretoria 
to mount commando attacks on 
African National Congress targets 
in Harare last month. 

Last week Harper and Austin 
were freed by the high court, 
again for lack of detailed 
information regarding their 
alleged activities, but the state 
appealed against the judgement. 

Mr. Dumbutshena dismissed 
the appeal with costs, and added 
that the full reasons for his 
judgement would be given soon. 

Zimbabwe's sweeping 
emergency powers, in force for the 
past 20 years, allow for indefinite 
detention without trial of people 
considered to be political or 
security threats. 


India signs 
peace pact 
with rebels 

NEW DELHI (AP) -The leader 
of a tribal insurgency group from 
the remote Mizoram territory 
signed a peace accord with the 
party of Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi on Wednesday, ending a 
25-year campaign for 
independence. 

The accord was signed by 
Laldenga, chief of the Mizo 
National Front (MNF) and Aijun 
Singh, vice president of Gandhi’s 
Congress (I) Party, the United 
News of India reported. 

The peace pact is the third 
negotiated by Mr. Gandhi since he 
succeeded his assassinated 
mother, Indira Gandhi, as prime 
minister in November 1984. 

He signed separate accords last 
year with Sikh moderates in 
Punjab State and with 
anti-immigrant agitators in 
oil-rich Assam state in the north 
east. While the Assam accord has 
helped to end fighting there, the 
Punjab settlement has virtually 
collapsed. Mizoram is in the north 
easternmost part of India, 
sandwiched between Buraia and 
Bangladesh. 

The Mizo tribesmen, who are of 
Mongol descent and make up the 
majority of the half milli on 
residents of the rugged hill 
territory, launched their revolt 
after the Indian government failed 
to respond with aid to a severe 
famine that hit the region in die 
la tel 950s. 

The agency said that under the 
Mizoram agreement, Laldenga 
will head an interim coalition 
government in die territory. The 
government also will pass a 
constitutional amendment to 
elevate the territory to full 
statehood, UNI said. 

In exchange, Laldenga has 
pledged that his guerrilla group 
will laydown its arms and dose its 
underground headquarters, the 
agency added 

After the ceremony, Laldenga 
told reporters: “I appeal to aJQ : 
members of the MNF to come out 
and. in an act of faith, lay down 
their arms and ammunition and 
other equipment, as agreement is 
reached to join us together in an 
endeavour to build Mizoram as a 
I peaceful and prosperous part of 
India.” 

The territory’s current chief 
i minister, Lalthanhwala, who 
attended the signing ceremony 
here, had offered to relinquish his 
post to end the Mizo agitation. He 
is a Congress Party veteran who 
led the party to a resounding 
victory in Mizoram in 1984. 

Laldenga, who went into exile 
in England last year, returned to 
India last March and opened talks 
with the Gandhi government in 
New Delhi. He said he was willing 
to negotiate a settlement because 
the problem could not be resolved 
by military means. 


Paraguayan police beat up 
exile, former U.S. envoy 


Thai premier seen as big 
loser from refinery riots 


ASUNCION (R) - Police at 
Asuncion Airport has beaten up 
exiled opposition Leader Domingo 
Laino as he made his fifth attempt 
to return home and attacked 
former UJ3. Ambassador Robert 
While who was escorting him, 
witnesses said. 

“Laino fell to the floor and even 
then he was subjected to a brutal 
beating, I think he had two broken 
ribs," Roberto Asiain, an 
Uruguayan deputy also 
accompanying the exile, told 
reporters at the airport. 

Mr. White, a former U.S. 
ambassador to Paraguay, said he 
too had been beaten with 
truncheons by plainclothes police. 

“This is an open violation of 
human rights Mr. White said. 

He flew with Laino from 
Montevideo as the exile tried to 
return to Paraguay in defiance of a 
ban imposed by the 32-year-old 
government of President Alfredo 
Stroessner. 

On his return to Montevideo, 


Mr. Laino told reporters he did 
not think the police would be so 
tough. “We were savagely 
beaten.” 

He said the operation to 
prevent him returning was headed 
by the chief of police 
investigations. He quoted him as 
saying: “Get out of here or we will 
have to kill you.” 

The 51 -year-old exile said 
police had also hit Uruguayan 
congress member Oscar Lopez 
BaDestra and journalists. 

He said he would return to exile 
in Buenos Aires. 

Mr. Laino was placed on the 
same aircraft which brought him, a 
Boeing 737 of the Uruguayan 
airlinePluna, which later left to 
return to Montevideo. 

The airport was surrounded by 
a cordon of at least 200 policemen 
who opposition politicians said 
headed off demonstrators who 
planned to greet Mr. Laino. 


PHUKET.Thailand (R) -Riots 
on the holiday id and of Phuket 
have hurt Prune Minister Prem 
Tinsulanonda's chances of staying 
in office and shaken foreign 
investment confidence in 
Thailand, officials said 
Wednesday. 

Until the riots on Monday 
during which mobs put a 
multi-million dollar ore refinery 
to the torch, Mr. Prem was 
considered a prime candidate to 
head a new government after next 
month’s general elections. 

But one official said Mr. Prem’s 
failure to act decisively to defuse 
the groundsweQ of opposition to 
the refinery protest could affect 
his political future. 

About 100,000 people fearing 
the refinery would belch smoke 


and add rain and ruin Phuket as 
an international beach resort went 
on a rampage and set fire to the 
plant, a hotel and public vehicles. 

Thai officials said the cost of 
damage could not be measured. In 
addition to an estimated S60 
millio n lost in the fires Thai 
officials said the riots had also 
damaged Tiailand’s promotion of 
foreign investment, tourism and 
national prestige. 

“Prem stands to be a big loser,” 
one senior government official, 
who asked not to be named, told 
Reuters. 

The Monday riots were the 
second massive protest on the lush 
south western island against the 
refinery. A demonstration by up 
to 30,000 people on June 1 went 
without incident.

TOKYO (R) — A publishing 
industry trade union accused the 
Japanese government Wednesday 
of trying to resurrect old attitudes 
and push its current policies in 
school textbooks. 

A union report on 12 proposed 
social studies textbooks said 
changes in wording were planned 
-on Japan's military aggression in 
World War II and present defence 
and nuclear policies. 

“We do this review annuall y 
because the government seems to 
be reverting to attitudes held in 
the past and we want to bring this 
to light," a spokesman for the 
union, which represents editors 
and writers, told Reuters. 

The books, if published, will be 
issued to schools next spring. 

Approval by a government 
screening committee of text 
changes prepared by an extreme 
nationalist group drew charges at 
home and abroad that Japan was 
trying to whitewash history. 

Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone’s government has 
encouraged a revival of national 
pride as part of his call for “a 
settlement of accounts of postwar 


politics" that have been 
characterised by submissiveness 
and anti-nationalism since Japan's 
defeat in 1945. Excessive 
nationalism was blamed for 
Japan's past militarism and 
imperialism. 

The report by the Japan 
Federation of Publishing 
Workers' Unions conducted that 
‘ ‘government policy and opinion is 
firmly entrenched as die basis for 
textbook screening in the 1980s ” 

The report said changes in 
phrasing or nuance to support 
current government policy 
included:

Shultz brings $200m 
in aid to Philippines 



MANILA (Agencies) — The 
United Slates Wednesday handed 
over $200 million to help ease the 
Philippines' economic plight but 
senior Aquino government 
officials complained it was not aid 
but rent for military bases. 

Vice President and Foreign 
Minister Salvador Laurel 
expressed warm gratitude to US. 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
for the money. But his comments 
were in stark contrast to those of 
other leading officials who said it 
was a straightforward rent 
payment for two U.S. military 
bases in the Philippines. 

Mr. Shultz, in remarks at a 
handing-over ceremony, stressed 
the money was aid, the first slice of 
the S505 million Washington 
plans to give Manila in assistance 
this year. 

“It will give the government 
some breathing room while it 
takes steps necessary to bring 
about economic growth and 
renewed business confidence he 
said. 

His emphasis appeared to be 
aimed at combatting comments 
from President Corazon Aquino's 
influential executive secretary. 
Joker Arroyo. 

“Before we react with joy like - 
jumping chimpanzees, we should 
know that what Secretary Shultz is 
bringing is rental money,” Mr. 
Arroyo said before Mr. Shultz 
arrived Tuesday night. “It is not 
aid money.” 

Washington denies it pays rent, 
for Clark Air Base and Subic Bay 
Naval Base, the biggest U.S. 
military installations outside the 
United States. It says It offers a 
“compensation package.” 

Information Minister Teodoro 
Locs in, in a comment apparently 
aimed at Mr. Shultz’ recent 
remark to U.S. businessmen that 
he was “bullish on the 
Philippines,” said that attitude 
was "just hot air." 

Mr. Laurel Wednesday, 
however, thanked Washington for 
coming to Manila's aid. “It is an 
occasion for both nations, the 
United States and the Philippines, 
to show to the world the close 
relationship between our two 
countries and how close friends 
come to each other's assistance in 
times of need," he said. 

Mr. Arroyo emphasised in his 
comments, which were given 
prominence in the Philippine 
press, that the 5200 million was 
money promised to the ousted 
government of Ferdinand Marcos 
and so should not be considered 
special help. 

But Mr. Shultz said that 


although the money had been 
promised, it s delivery had been 
accelerated “on an exceptional 
basis” io help Manila out of 
trouble. 

Mrs. Aquino took over in 
February when Marcos fled a 
civilian-backed military revolt, 
leaving S26 billion in foreign debt, 
a shrinking economy, widespread 
poverty and high unemployment. 

Meanwhile on the issue of 
Marcos wealth, Philippine 
investigators hunting the 
“ill-gotten wealth” of former 
President Ferdinand Marcos say 
they are finding “a lot of 
evidence” about his U.S. holdings, 
but predict it will be years before 
most of the money is returned to 
the Asian nation. 

“We expect the civil suits to 
take three to five years and then 
there are the appeals which take 
longer beyond that,” Severina 
Rivera said in an interview 
Tuesday. 

Ms. Rivera heads the 
Washington office of the 
Commission on Good 
Government, the organisation 
established by Mrs. Aquino after 
she succeeded Marcos. 

Marcos, whose 20-year rule 
collapsed amid charges he tried to 
steal a presidential election from 
Mrs. Aquino fled to Hawaii where 
he lives today in a rented 
beachfront house. 

Mrs. Aquino’s government 
claims Marcos and his wife. 
Imelda, amassed S5 billion to S10 
billion in “iU-gotten” wealth. 
Marcos has denied those charges, 
but Mrs. Aquino's government 
has pushed ahead with plans to 
recover the money and reduce the 
nation’s large debt. 

Ms. Rivera estimated that 
Marcos may have controlled from 
S500 milli on to 51 billion in assets 
located in the United States. Much 
of his money was in Swiss 
accounts, she said, and the Swiss 
have agreed to try to help the 
Philippines recover the money. 

“There's a lot of evidence we' ve 
been able to unearth in this 
country ” Ms. Rivera said. “Ifs 
satisfying to find it, the process of 
suits is rather slow. As we find 
more, we'll file more suits. There 
are a lot of rumours about what he 
con trolled.” 

Following suits brought by the 
Commission on Good 
Government, two New York 
judges have blocked the sale of 
five New York properties, art, 
jewellery and other valuables 
allegedly owned by Marcos and 
worth an estimated 5370 to $390 
million. 


Christopher Reeve undergoes surgery 

NEW YORK (R) — Actor Christopher Reeve, who played 
Superman in three films, had successful emergency surgery to 
remove his appendix, a hospital spokeswoman has said. Reeve, 
32, was in New York to fflra his latest movie. Street Smarts, A 1 
spokesman for the film said production would bait until Reeves 
had fully recovered. 

Polynesians too fiat to fly 

WELLINGTON (R) — Weight-watching airlines flying to Tonga 
and Western Samoa in the South Pacific have found some of their 
passengers are too fat to fly. Bulky Polynesians returning borne 
with lots of luggage have forced Air New Zealand and Polynesian 
Airlines to reduce the number of passengers on the normally full 
flights. “The average passenger on these flights tends to be 
heavier than passengers cm most other services,” Air New 
Zealand spokesman Vem Mitchell noted. To keep within 
international safety regulations, both airlines have to leave 13 
seats empty on 1 13-seat Boeing 737s and increase the weight 
allowance to 93 kilogrammes from the normal 77 kilogramme 
limit. Tonga’s King Taufa Ahau Tupou weighs in at 136 
kilogrammes and requests special seats on commercial flights and 
-at international conferences. 

Raquel Welch wins $10.8 million 

LOS ANGELES (R) — Actress Raquel Welch was awarded 
510.8 million by a jury which decided she was improperly 
dismissed from the film Cannery Row after a row with the studio. 
“I didn't expect any money,” the 45-year-old actress told 
reporters after the verdict in Lost Angeles. “ 1 just wanted to dear 
my reputation and get back to my work, my work in films.” Welch, 
who rose to fame as a bikini-dad cavewoman in the film One 
Million Years B.C., contended during the four-week court 
hearing that Metro Gokhvyn Mayer (MGM) studio executives 
replaced her with Debra Winger in the John Steinbeck classic 
because they needed a scapegoat for the film's budget overruns. 
“It was devastating to me Welch tearfully told the jury during 
the hearing. “I fob my professional life was over.” The studio 
maintained Welch was dimissed from the 1980 film, which also 
starred Nick Nolte, because she refused to follow instructions and 
insisted on applying her make-up at home without permission. 
MGM attorney Christina Snyder said the studio would pursue any 
appeals available. 

‘Give your life — don’t take it’

to commit suicide should instead join the armed forces and lay 
down their lives for their country, a coroner said. P.K. 
Mce ga hamulasc oa said in delivering a verdict of suidde on a 
27 -year-old man who swallowed insecticide that youths who die 
in the armed forces are heroic and earn a place in the annals of the 
country's history. 

3 bank robbers hanged in Bangladesh 

DHAKA (R) —Three people, convicted of triple murder during 
a bank robbery, were hanged ax Dhaka Central Jail, prison . 
officials said Wednesday. A military court sentenced them to 
death early this year for killing two guards and a woman during a 
robbery at a SonaJi Bank branch in Dhaka in April last year and 
stealing 500,000 taka (over $16,000) from the bank's vault. The 
court sentenced two of their accomplices to fife imprisonment 
with hard labour.
